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Hell in a Handbasket 
or, the Worst of Austin 

A week in the life of local government

Well, the shit is certainly hitting the fan this 
week. From the Chamber of Concrete/ Austin 
American-S tatesman war on public education to 
the eternal shell game that is the Domain devel- 
opment swindle to the increasingly ludicrous 
boondoggle that is Water Treatment Plant No. 4, 
it seems all our evil chickens are coming home 
to roost at once. From the top: 

Education is Bad for 
the Economy 

First came the strident campaign hammering 
the AISD board of trustees not to call for a tax- 
hike election (see “Bowing to Business Wheels, 
AISD Cans Tax Hike,” News, p.20, for details). 
Now, I will note that I’m no big fan of AISD 
administration as a whole, but they’re already 
working pretty hard on trimming what fat remains 
in the Forgione-era miasma that is the district’s 
West Sixth Street HQ, and the firestorm that 
came down on teachers’ heads for daring to pro- 
pose a cost-of-living raise - and perhaps an extra 
$50-a-year uniform allowance for cafeteria work- 
ers earning $7.25 an hour - was way, way out of 
proportion to what was being discussed (and 
counter to opinion polls indicating that a solid 
majority of residents actually favor such a move). 

Listen to the drumbeat of unsigned Statesman 
editorials over the last few weeks: “More action, 
less talk on education” (Aug. 9); “Austin school 
district’s sharing of information ‘needs improve- 
ment’” (Aug. 13); “For Austin taxpayers’ sake, 
consider alternative tacks” (Aug. 14); “Raise 
taxpayer awareness first” (Aug. 18); “More 
spending, better schools?” (Aug. 20); and trium- 
phantly, “Austin school trustees were right to 
hold the line on taxes, scrutinize spending” 


(Aug. 25). And let’s not forget Ken Herman’s 
thumb-sucker making fun of Liberty Hill for 
honoring its state spelling champions alongside 
its state football honors: “Can Liberty Hill kids 
earn letters in letters, too?” (Aug. 19). Okay, we 
get it. Public schools are where we get UT foot- 
ball recruits, and those minimum-wage cafeteria 
workers. But academics? Why bother? 

Actually, though, that wasn’t the low point on 
this front. That would be Monday’s AISD board 
meeting, when attorney John Blazier, 
claiming to “represent the business 
community” (I run a couple of 
businesses, and no one asked me), 
thundered that “the business 
community will spend money to 
oppose you,” because it can’t 
afford to pay more in school 
taxes. There are our spending pri- 
orities, hidden in plain sight. 

What Simon wants, 

Simon Gets 

Next up: the Domain, and Simon Properties’ 
next round of demands is wending its way 
through the rubber-stamping process this week. 
Tuesday night, the Planning Commission, clear- 
ly perturbed, basically threw up its hands and 
said: “Well, whatever they want. They’re going 
to keep coming back, and back, and back, and 
they’re going to build whatever the hell they 
want anyway, so who are we to try to put a 
muzzle on this beast?” The issues are way too 
complicated to get to the bottom of here (see 
“City Hall Hustle,” News, p.14, for some 
scratches on the surface), but here are some of 
the lowlights from this round: 


• Impervious cover: It was set under the 
development agreement at a stringent, 
apparently onerous 80%. Yeah, that sounds 
about right for a tract that sits in the Walnut 
Creek and Shoal Creek watersheds and 
partly atop the Edwards Aquifer Recharge 
Zone. But now Simon wants 83%, and can’t 
understand why that might be an issue. 
Remember “a deal is a deal”? Apparently 
that concept applies only to the public’s 
rights and interests. When a developer wants 
to change a deal, then it’s a different story. 
Likewise, when developers (or polluters) cry 
about a lack of “certainty” in applicable 
regulations, they mean their rights should 
be certain but their obligations are always 
subject to change. 

• Parkland: Well, it was part of the 
original agreement, but that’s being waived 

now, until (unless?) the next phase of 
residential development gets built. 
This, despite the fact that this 
area was identified in the Parks 
and Recreation Department 
master plan as one that’s most 
in need of parkland. But, all 
right, if we insist, they’ll give in 
and repromise to dedicate the 
parkland if we give them the 
extra impervious cover. Well, not 
actually dedicate the parkland, but 
agree to do so someday. Well, not promise 
in writing, but, hey, they’re good for it, 
aren’t they? (Notably, what was going to be 
a straight-up land swap is now back to 
being incorporated as a “restrictive cove- 
nant,” which means they can go ahead and 
break the deal in the future, but if they do, 
and someone remembers, and calls them on 
it, it could be basis for legal action against 
them, after the fact. Swell.) 

• Bike lanes: Also part of the original 
agreement was the promise that these would 
be incorporated into the plan. Since then, 
the Bicycle Master Plan was adopted, stating 
that in case of a zoning change (such as this 
one), bike lanes would indeed be required 
(even if they hadn’t already been required, as 
was the case here). But okay, again, as with 
the parkland, Simon will agree to reconsider 
bike lanes in exchange for the new impervi- 
ous cover. But they’re not going to put them 
in. That’s okay with everyone, isn’t it? 

• Big Box Ordinance: Yes, we passed 
one, and yes, it ought to apply to the 
Domain, but Simon doesn’t want to comply 
with things like public hearings and notifi- 
cation of neighbors, so they don’t have to: 
exempt. So Nordstrom gets to go in with no 
scrutiny? Well, no, Nordstrom seems to 
have backed out of the running, but if any- 
one else wants to bring in a megastore, the 
door is wide open. Anyone? Anyone? Are 
you listening up in Bentonville? Anywhere 
else in town, you’d have to comply with 
compatibility standards, design standards - 
all that messy public process stuff. But not 
here. Rah! 

• Level playing field with other small 
businesses around town who’d love to 
get the same goodies and exemptions: 

Yeah, right. 


And, oh, yeah, we will continue to pay 
them millions of dollars in tax money to 
keep doing this to us, for the next 20 years 
or so. Everyone gave up on that fight long 
ago, so live with it. 

WTF For? 

Let’s put it this way: If the Austin Sierra 
Club, Clean Water Action, Environment 
Texas, the Gray Panthers, Liveable City, and 
Public Citizen (not to mention Bill Spelman, 
Laura Morrison, and Chris Riley) are all 
vehemently aligned with firebrands 
ChangeAustin.org and the Save Our Springs 
Alliance on the same side of an issue, you’d 
think that would carry some weight. 

But no, apparently not. 

As environmental reasons not to continue 
this folly continue to pile up (see “No 
Surprises in City’s Answer to WTP4 Suit,” 
News, p.22), a slim but dogged council 
majority (Lee Leffingwell, Mike Martinez, 
Randi Shade, and Sheryl Cole: Remember 
those names; you will get a chance to vote on 
them soon enough) continues to vote for mil- 
lions of dollars a month in new spending on 
WTP4, even as peak water usage has contin- 
ued to drop since its high point in 2001 (yes, 
that’s nine years ago). This week’s flash point 
is the public hearing today (Thursday, Aug. 
26, 4pm, at City Council Chambers), where- 
in the council seems set to approve new 
water rate hikes. This is bringing out the anti- 
tax zealots and those who think the hikes 
should be more targeted to heavy users, with 
conservation incentives for residents (and 
businesses, presumably) to use less water. 

But a constant, underlying refrain (dare 
we hope that this is not borne out in the 
actual event?) is that this revenue increase is 
going to fund WTP4 construction and the 
huge new debt service that it will require at 
the same time that the water utility is cut- 
ting back on conservation measures and on 
long-overdue repairs to its profligate leaky 
infrastructure, which have been quite suc- 
cessful in bringing about equally overdue 
reductions in our city’s disturbingly large 
per-capita water usage. The circular logic, of 
course, is that such reductions mean less 
water sold for AWU, less revenue, less need 
for the new plant, etc. Now, if that were the 
direction we were heading, I’m all for some 
rate hikes: If we have to pay more per gallon 
of water to help use less water overall, bring 
’em on. With the “WTP 4” in charge of 
council direction-making, though, I don’t 
think that’s what’s in the wind. 

□ 

So, does all that put you in the mood for 
next week’s “Best of Austin” issue? It sure 
does for me: Nothing but good things to 
celebrate about what is, after all, still a 
pretty great place to live, and I promise not 
to be such a curmudgeon next time around. 
Don’t let the bastards get you down, right?

The cartoon This Modern World, posing “serious” 
and “not serious” thinking, was a great lead-in to 
Wells Dunbar’s article about Water Treatment Plant 
No. 4 [“City Hall Hustle,” News, Aug. 20]. First, 
there is Mayor Leffingwell’s “serious” assertion that 
“to abandon [WTP4] now would be the epitome of 
fiscal irresponsibility.” It could just as well be said 
that to have committed all that money to WTP4 
before the environmental traps had all been run 

- or any consideration of “deep conservation” as 
an option for pushing out the need for WTP4 for 
perhaps a decade or more had been entertained 

- was the real “epitome of fiscal irresponsibility.” 
From all observations of trends in peak-day water 
demands, it is still an open question just how soon 
WTP4, and the rate increases the spending on it will 
require, would really be needed, even without getting 
into “deep conservation” initiatives. But, of course, 
in Leffingworld that is simply “not serious” thinking. 
Austin Water and the “gang of four” continue to 
steadfastly refuse to take any of this up. 
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Then there is the bashing of the Save Our 
Springs Alliance engaged in by Dunbar. There 
may be flaws in its approach, but the recalci- 
trance of the city to “seriously” consider its 
options or even to comply with environmental 
review requirements really leaves the protestants 
with no options but to pursue legal challenges. 

I suppose that for Dunbar to have gotten into 
the real reasons why we should hold up, take a 
breath, and reconsider the need to be running 
headlong into this huge fiscal commitment - to 
perhaps actually consider the case for “deep 
conservation” - would have been “not serious.” 
No, “serious” thinkers know that this billion- 
dollar expense is so important that we simply 
cannot take stock of this. Indeed, any sort of 
challenge to forging blindly ahead with WTP4 is 
simply “not serious,” right?

‘MEXICAN-AMERICAN’ CHRONOLOGY

I attended the “Mexican American Firsts: 
Trailblazers of Austin and Travis County” exhibit 
celebration at the Austin History Center on 
Saturday.

When City Council meets today (Thursday, Aug.

A storm was brewing this week as opponents of 
Austin Water’s proposed 6.1% rate hike pre- 
pared a full assault for today’s public hearing at 
City Hall. Critics say the increase - which would 
be the eighth in as many years - is unjustified, 
especially in tough economic times. Be there by 
4pm if you want to dive in. 

Back to school: Austin Independent School 
District started the new school year on Aug. 23 
with 86,000 enrolled students on its books and 
a $973 million budget. However, the AISD trust- 
ees’ refusal to discuss funding a teacher pay 
raise has left bitter divisions within the district; 
see “Bowing to Business Wheels, AISD Cans Tax 
Hike,” p.20. 

Turn out the lights: The Dobie Theatre on 
Guadalupe shuttered its doors Sunday, Aug. 22, 
screening Cairo Time before the last curtain. 
Since the Seventies, the four-screen cinema had 
been the go-to movie theatre for the University of 
Texas crowd but in recent years suffered from 
declining attendance. 

Turn your radio on: KUT Radio legend Larry 
Monroe is signing off the air for good, but not 
before delivering his farewell Phil’s Music 
Program tonight (Thursday), followed by his final 
Blue Monday program Aug. 30. Monroe’s retire- 
ment marks another in a series of local institu- 
tions entering the “lost Austin” files. 

Capital Metro this week announced proposed 
service changes for 2011 (available online at 
www.capmetro.org), kicking off a series of public 
meetings starting tonight (Thursday), 6:30pm, at 
the Leander Public Library, 1011 S. Bagdad Rd.

After years of planning, the new Twin Oaks Branch Library - billed as the “library for the future” - opened Aug. 21 at the corner of 
South Fifth and West Mary streets. The new branch, built with funds approved in a 1998 bond election, features rainwater harvesting 
and solar energy systems, plenty of natural light, and reused bricks salvaged during the demolition of the old South Austin Post Office, 
which previously occupied the site. 


Leander Mayor John Cowman announced 
Monday his plans to resign from Cap Metro’s 
board, citing the need to dedicate more time to 
municipal matters; he leaves amid a stink over 
revelations that he received reimbursements 
from Cap Metro for costs incurred while driving 
Leander city vehicles. 

> Last week, council voted to make the Castle Hill 
neighborhood a local historic district. This 
week, the Historic Landmark Commission voted 
to recommend the same designation for Hyde 
Park. Tax benefits for historic district homes are 
less costly to the city than individual historic 
landmark benefits, but district design guidelines 
raise property rights issues for some critics. 

Gov. Rick Perry’s continued refusal to hold pub- 
lic debates with Democratic opponent Bill White 
has drawn hometown ire, with the Bryan-College 
Station Eagle accusing the Aggie guv of prefer- 
ring to “make scripted appearances before 
groups of cheering, sycophantic Texans who are 
going to vote for him anyway.” 

Disgraced former

In the Zone 


Land-use issues in all corners of the city dominate council agenda

Zoning is a many splendored thing. Just ask City 
Council. Like much of council’s previous meeting, 
the upcoming agenda (Thursday, Aug. 26) is devoted 
to development standards and land-use questions. 

Last week, Aug. 19, the most prescient discussion of 
historic zoning standards - and their property- 
tax-abating benefits - came not at the public 
hearing on the proposed changes but dur- 
ing council’s zoning agenda much earlier. 

While the debate over historic zoning 
caps went with no major changes to the 
three-per-month limit proposed by staff, 
three individual historic zoning requests 
that came before council that meeting elic- 
ited a strong response. Randi Shade visibly 
bristled at some of the reasons Historic 
Preservation Officer Steve Sadowsky offered for includ- 
ing some of the properties, like one home’s “very clas- 
sical, almost quiet” Queen Anne-style features - a not 
terribly uncommon Austin style - which was about to 
earn its owners a $9,500 yearly abatement from the 
city, county, and other taxing entitles. While the three 
properties passed (Shade voting no on two), Chris 
Riley made the point that those and other recent 
recipients shouldn’t be surprised when a change 
comes. While noting that past properties in the abate-

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ment program might be grandfathered in, it was his 
“hope and expectation” that potential changes to the 
abatement allotments “would apply fully to those land- 
mark cases . . . which we are designating properties as 
historic landmarks now. . . . Those who are now obtain- 
ing landmark status are on notice that there may 
be changes to the tax benefits associated with 
that designation sometime soon.” 

Another zoning rabbit hole council 
delved into was adoption of the Central 
West Austin Combined Neighborhood 
Plan, along with Windsor Road and 
West Austin Neighborhood Group 
rezonings. Notably, the neighborhood 
planning group’s hope that its future land 
use map would be adopted for the Brackenridge 
Tract - explicitly calling for development to go there 
- wasn’t adopted, with council siding with staff rec- 
ommendations to continue talks with stakeholders 
like the University of Texas, which owns the property 
located on Lake Austin Boulevard. (Disclaimer: The 
Hustle fives on Enfield, but don’t worry His place is 
bringing down the whole block’s property values.) 

At least one other piece of land business made 
everyone happy - almost. That would be the council

Solar trailer makes the social rounds; wind power Plows hot and cold

WHAT’S HAPPENING AT CITY HALL TODAY? City Council will 
consider a host of contractual arrangements at its meeting 
today, Thursday, Aug. 26. Item 7 on the agenda executes con- 
tracts with three companies, including defense contractor KBR, 
for various construction and repair jobs, for an estimated total 
of $3 million between the three companies - another instance 
of our peace-resolution-passing council doing business with a 
war profiteer. Item 28 is designed to stem sales of stolen 
scrap metal and air-conditioning units, requiring out-of-town 
scrap purchasers to possess a city permit, licensing for A/C 
professionals wishing to sell units, updated Department of 
Public Safety reporting, and more. On the heels of last week’s 
presentation of Austin Energy’s financial plans and timeline in 
developing new electric rates comes Item 33, a proposed $2 
million contract with consultants R.W. Beck and a $1 million 
agreement with “environmental economists” J. Stowe & Co. 
to develop a “utility rate study to determine the cost of service 
for Austin Energy,” benchmarking the power utility’s expenses 
against other utilities. And Item 43 from Laura Morrison, 
Randi Shade, and Chris Riley urges Time Warner not to 
migrate Channel 6 and other public channels to higher station 
numbers requiring a digital cable box. - Wells Dunbar 

> BASTROP POLICE CHIEF LINKED TO RODNEY REED CASE 

According to an arrest affidavit, Bastrop Police Chief David Board 
(pictured) had a strong odor of alcohol about him and was glassy- 
eyed and wobbly when he was pulled over Aug. 17 by an Austin 
Police officer on suspicion of drunken driving, after being spotted 
swerving into other lanes of traffic and onto the shoulder and 
making a left turn from a far right lane. 

This is Board’s second DWI; he was first 
popped for driving drunk in 1985. 

Whether he’ll be allowed to keep his job 
remains to be decided; if convicted, he 
faces up to a year in jail for the class A 
misdemeanor charge. Incidentally, Board 
was with the Bastrop Police Department 
back in the spring of 1997 and was 
instrumental in directing investigators’ 
attention to Rodney Reed as a possi- 
ble suspect in the murder of Stacey 
Stites the year before. Reed was sentenced to die for killing 
Stites, a crime he maintains he did not commit. Instead, Reed 
argues that a far more likely suspect was Stites’ then-fiance, for- 
mer Giddings Police Officer Jimmy Fennell, who is now in prison 
after being convicted of an unrelated kidnapping and sexual 
assault. Reed says Fennell was furious to discover that Reed and 
Stites were having an affair. (For more on the Reed case, see 
“Who Killed Stacey Stites?” May 24, 2002.) - Jordan Smith 

GUILTY PLEA IN WEST CAMPUS MURDER James “Ricky” 
Thompson pleaded guilty Monday to murdering 22-year-old 
Stacy Barnett last year in a West Campus condo she shared 
with her boyfriend, 21-year-old John Goosey. Police have said 
that Thompson murdered the couple because he owed Goosey 
roughly $9,000 for marijuana Goosey had supplied him. Thomp- 
son received a life sentence for killing Barnett and will reportedly 
plead guilty to murdering Goosey as well, in exchange for another 
life sentence that would run concurrent to the first. Thompson 
has also agreed to testify against two co-defendants, Samuel 
Gifford, 19, and Roy Renick, 21, who allegedly helped Thompson 
plan the crime - including helping him fashion a silencer for the 
gun that was used to murder the young couple. - J.S.

Ice? Check. Cups? Check. One thousand watts of pure 
energy to keep the party lights twinkling? Check, thanks to 
Austin Energy. The city announced this week that AE is 
sharing its solar trailer - at no charge - with civic groups 
and nonprofits hosting outdoor events. (Who needs Party City 
when you’ve got Austin Energy?) The system can power a 
soundstage, lights, and small appliances while curing your 
party’s carbon hangover, which is almost as cool as the Don’t 
Mess With Texas campaign’s “swirling chamber of litter” 
making an appearance this weekend at another big outdoor 
party, The Austin Chronicle Hot Sauce Festival. (See 
Community Listings, p.54.) To apply for the solar trailer, call 
482-5312 or e-mail michael.vanzandt@austinenergy.com; be sure to 
give at least four weeks’ advance notice. 

One thousand watts may sound like a lot of power, but 
when the city throws a solar party, it thinks much bigger. 

Last week, council approved the purchase of up to 
2 megawatts’ worth of solar modules (the equiva- 
lent of 2,000 solar party trailers) to be installed 
at municipal buildings and schools over the next 
three years. The city aims to secure a favorable 
rate with the high-volume purchase, and the tim- 
ing seems right, with the price of solar on the 
decline (by 50% in the last two years, according 
to AE). Altogether, the carbon dioxide emission 
savings from 2 MW of solar would be similar to 
removing 400 cars from the road, according to AE. 

Still, the purchase represents only a tiny first step in the 
city’s plan to acquire 200 MW of solar capacity by 2020. 

Over on the less sunny side of the street, the Lower Colo- 
rado River Authority’s plans to build wind power transmis- 
sion lines through the Hill Country have drawn fire from area 
residents. According to the LORA, the suggested options in its 
application with the Public Utility Commission could “produce 
more than 20,000 possible routes,” but residents say those 
routes don’t take full advantage of existing rights of way, and 
last week, the Electric Reliability Council of Texas released a 
report saying that the 345-kilovolt line is unnecessary. The pub- 
lic notice period ends this Friday, Aug. 27; for info on filing a 
request for intervention, see www.lcra.org/crez or call 369-4151. 

The PUC is also drawing criticism this month after gutting 
plans to increase state energy efficiency goals and pro- 
posing limits on utilities’ investments in efficiency mea- 
sures. Public Citizen, the Environmental Defense Fund, and 
the SEED Coalition are calling on the state to yank the 
commission’s authority to review efficiency efforts around 
the state and establish an independent agency to coordi- 


nate them instead. The groups say an independent agency 
would save Texans money and handle efficiency much 
more, well, efficiently. 

STREET SMART, WATER WISE? 

Austin’s grid is about to get a lot smarter with the addi- 
tion of photocells allowing AE to communicate wirelessly 
with 70,000 streetlights. The “smart” part will come in 
when the utility is able “immediately” to detect and 
address malfunctioning or inefficient lights (such as those 
shining in the daytime or turning on too early in the eve- 
ning). The $6 million project - council-approved pending the 
success of this summer’s 3,800-streetlight pilot - should 
extend the life of the streetlight system. It will also avoid 
wasted money and energy, to the tune of $340,000 a year 
and 358,000 kilowatt-hours, or enough to power 29 homes, 
according to AE. 

Not to be outdone, Austin Water hopes to 
save 250,000 gallons of water a year with the 
recent installation of low-flow showerheads and 
faucet aerators at Parks and Recreation pool 
facilities around town. The effort arrives none 
too soon, with Austin slogging through the hot- 
test month of the year. Daily water usage hit its 
highest mark of the season so far on Saturday, 
Aug. 21, at 191 million gallons. 

With Austin enjoying a relatively wet summer, especially 
compared to last year’s near apocalypse (peaking at 228 MG 
just before one-day-per-week watering restrictions began), 
the city is nowhere near its 285 million gallons of capac- 
ity - though that may not be such a great thing for the utility, 
according to the Save Our Springs Alliance. Director Bill 
Bunch says data from the first nine months of the fiscal year 
show Austin Water’s sales coming in 30% below projections. 
“Their business model doesn’t work anymore,” he says. “If 
it rains, people don’t use water, and now if there’s a drought 
they don’t use water,” because of improved efficiency and 
conservation measures. The impending revenue shortfall, he 
said, should “be a wake-up call that maybe we don’t really 
need to throw 400 more million dollars at [Water Treatment 
Plant No. 4] right now.” (With two WTP4-related lawsuits pend- 
ing against the city, Bunch hopes the utility might agree; for 
more, see “No Surprises in City’s Answer to WTP4 Suit,” p.22.) 

Of course, Austin Water could always cover the shortfall 
with a rate hike for the eighth year in a row. That topic just 
so happens to be up for public discussion today (Thursday, 
Aug. 26) at a 4pm hearing at City Hall, 301 W. Second. ■

initiative to rename the Mexican American 
Cultural Center to honor the late Emma 
Barrientos. Speaking not only on behalf of 
the item but seemingly on behalf of the 
family were several familiar faces: former 
Mayor Pro Tern John Trevino, Judge-elect 
John Lipscombe, and Sylvia Orozco, MACC 
board member and Mexic-Arte Museum 
executive director. “Our lives are so short, 
and struggles are so long, but a memory 
lasts forever,” she said. 

However, El Concilio Eastsider Gavino Fer- 
nandez spoke against renaming the center, say- 
ing its current title “galvanizes the entire com- 
munity in the sense there is no personalization 
of it.” Mike Martinez also acknowledged coun- 
cil was circumventing the process for renaming 
municipal buildings, which includes a com- 
ment period and input from the MACC board. 
However, he noted, there had been “many occa- 
sions when the council circumvents the ordi- 
nance.” When the resolution passed unani- 
mously, the 50-plus supporters in the chambers 
took to their feet and applauded. 

Next Up: The Domain 

Rezoning gets no respite at this week’s meet- 
ing, with a triptych of land items related to the 
gift that keeps on giving/taking: The Domain. 
An item from council looks to amend the 
North Burnet Gateway Regulation Plan govern- 
ing growth in the Domain region to allow 
legally nonconforming uses to proceed on a 
project-by-project basis, with plans to reinstate 
the guidelines later - when the market 
rebounds. “In a really good market, we could 
force the issue,” says Bill Spelman, one of the 
item’s sponsors. He says the Gateway is a “spe- 
cially zoned part of land development code, so 
if you sell your property, you have to conform,” 
even if its current use is nonconforming (e.g., 
the buyer of a convenience store built on land 
zoned for office couldn’t continue to operate it 
as a store). The resolution, Spelman says, 
ensures that council doesn’t “basically force 
people to sit on their property.” 

Two additional rezoning items are posted for 
the two Domain principals, Simon Property 
Group and Endeavor Real Estate. Simon, 
which owns a smaller portion of the develop- 


ment, wants to build a bank, but doing so 
would increase its impervious cover to 83%, 
3% over the limit. Simon made an agreement 
with its partner that Endeavor would offset the 
overrun by pledging an acre of its land as green- 
space, which council accepted earlier this year. 
While it keeps overall impervious cover limits 
for the Domain in check, questions have been 
raised about the precedent the move could set 

- just imagine if we started seeing impervious 
cover swaps all over the Edwards Aquifer. 

Spelman, who’s been involved in the 
Domain agreement, says the unique arrange- 
ment between Simon, which controls the 
built-out shopping area, and Endeavor, from 
which Simon acquired it and which continues 
to own surrounding property, lets the deci- 
sion stand on its own. “This is one of those 
‘breaking up is hard to do’ things. ... If I were 
a Supreme Court justice, I would put in the 
caveat very loudly that this is only because of 
the very special circumstances of this transac- 
tion,” he said, adding that if the two hadn’t 
already partnered on the same tract, the 
request would have to “lump it.” However, 
questions about when the parkland would be 
required - possibly after the construction of 
recession-slowed residential unit construction 

- and whether a restrictive covenant (vs. a 
zoning requirement) is iron-clad enough will 
certainly come before council. 

And if that weren’t enough, a separate pro- 
posal regarding Endeavor would waive the big 
box ordinance requiring a conditional use per- 
mit for stores over 100,000 feet - in this case, 
a Nordstrom. Again, opponents worry about 
potential precedent and the transferability of 
the waiver. (If Nordy’s backed out, would it 
hold for Wal-Mart?) But as City Planning 
Manager Jerry Rusthoven told the Planning 
Commission (which ultimately recommended 
the changes) on Tuesday, “Everyone’s known 
there’s going to be big boxes here for a while.” 

Big boxes, impervious cover, and the Domain 
certainly conjure an unholy bastard of council 
controversy. But, as with all things zoning, the 
devil is in the details. (For more on this week’s 
council agenda, see “Naked City,” p.16.) ■

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Will Capital Metro cancel some of its express bus 
routes from Leander and Northwest Austin to boost rider- 
ship on its less convenient (for some) MetroRail Red 
Line? That’s long been the accusation of critics of the 
Red Line, and they may have gotten some ammo at 
Monday’s meeting of the Cap Metro board’s operations 
committee, when Cap Metro planners Todd Hemingson 
and James Gamez detailed proposals to eliminate two of 
three very similar express routes from that area while 
increasing service on the third. The pair didn’t bring up 


MetroRail ridership, but instead said the move was to 
eliminate “duplicative” service. 

Routes 984 (originating at Lakeline Station) and 986 (from 
Leander) would be abolished under the plan, while the 987 
(also from Leander, with a stop at Lakeline) would increase 
from 15 to 22 trips a day. The routes are indeed rather dupli- 
cative: Aside from their starting points, the 984 and 986 are 
almost identical to each other. The two have a key difference 
from the 987, though, in that the latter comes down MoPac 
and makes a stop at Seton Medical Center on 38th Street

before hitting the west side of the UT campus. The other two 
routes travel down 1-35 and hit the east side of campus and 
can be anywhere between five minutes to 27 minutes faster. 

The planners said they intend to meet with some express 
passengers and “explain the options” for possibly taking 
MetroRail instead, but Gamez acknowledged that some riders 
“say they prefer the bus and the direct one-seat trip to UT.” 
(Red Line riders wishing to get to UT must transfer from the 
train at the Martin Luther King station to a shuttle bus.) 

Eliminating lines and putting the riders on a less conve- 
nient bus - or trying to move them to the train - fits the long- 
time narrative of former Urban Transportation Commission 
member Mike Dahmus, a persistent critic of the Red Line on 
his blog. “Some of those people currently riding those far 
superior express buses will switch; some will go back to driv- 
ing,” Dahmus wrote on Tuesday. “The key here is that when 
you build a GOOD rail line, most people switch from redun- 
dant bus lines willingly - because the train is better than the 
bus. Only awful trains require you to force-march passengers 
away from what they choose to ride; and this only works for 
captive riders, and only for a while. ... Capital Metro is about 
to learn the difference between ‘captive rider’ and ‘choice 
commuter’ (and the rest of us are going to learn how many of 
each comprised the ridership of these express bus routes).” 

But Gamez told the committee that while there would be a 
net decrease in overall trips by about 15%, “we expect to 
retain all our riders.” He said the 984 and 986 routes serve 
about 45 customers each. 

In other Cap Metro news from Monday: 

• Board member and Leander Mayor John Cowman told the 
Statesman he will resign from the board, effective Aug. 30, to 
focus more on the politics of his city. Cowman recently made 
headlines for getting into a physical confrontation with anoth- 
er Leander council member. 

• Disabled activists turned out in force for Monday’s meet- 

ing of the entire board to urge against cuts to the agency’s 
paratransit service, MetroAccess. The board passed a res- 
olution directing staff to continue exploring options to make 
the service more cost-effective. - Lee Nichols 


Bradford-Nohra Ruling Leads to Sequel 


A legal battle over the preservation of a 
Hyde Park home is headed for a rematch, 
with the property owners making another 
attempt to demolish the crumbling structure 
while the opposition vows to continue its 
fight to protect the century-old house. 

The dispute, which began in early 2008, 
pits the owners of the Bradford-Nohra 
home against the Hyde Park 
Neighborhood Association. The group 
seeks to preserve the semi neo-classical 
home located on one of the neighborhood’s 
most prominent corners - Avenue G and 
43rd Street - near the historic Elisabet Ney 
Museum and Shipe Park. 

In a recent ruling, District Court Judge 
Rhonda Hurley gave the neighborhood asso- 
ciation the upper hand in the debate, order- 
ing the city of Austin to pay HPNA’s legal fees 
and rejecting the city’s issuance of a demoli- 
tion permit to Sylvia Dudney, whose 
97-year-old mother, Helen Nohra, has lived 
in the home for 67 years. 

On the other hand, the court also invalidat- 
ed the Historic Landmark Commission’s 
initial 3-2 vote favoring the neighborhood 
association’s bid to gain historic-zoning sta- 


tus for the home. The City Council in 2009 
appeared poised to follow the HLC’s recom- 
mendation, but the case abruptly veered off 
course when city staffers switched gears and 
issued the demolition permit before the coun- 
cil could officially declare the home historic. 

Staff members had taken matters into 
their own hands after researching a 2007 
amendment to a boards and commissions 
ordinance. Under the amended rule, the 
Historic Landmark Commission would have 
required a greater voting majority to render a 
valid decision in the case. (It remains 
unclear how the “supermajority” amendment 
may have affected similar decisions made by 
the HLC and other boards that had not yet 
come into compliance with the revised rule.) 

Before a bulldozer could level the home, 
HPNA obtained a temporary restraining order 
to block the demolition. The case then 
parked itself at the Travis County courthouse 
for more than a year. See “The Battle Over 
This Old House,” June 12, 2009. 

The court’s ruling this month appears only 
to have strengthened the Nohra family’s 
resolve to flatten the home, which has con- 
tinued to deteriorate. The once-stately home 


has gone through several transformations 
over the years, and none of the changes has 
served to enhance or maintain its historic 
appeal. A large addition juts out at an odd 
angle, the original wood framing is covered 
with stucco, the colonial-revival style windows 
have been replaced, and an open “sleeping 
porch” on the second floor is now enclosed. 

Dudney rejects suggestions that the family 
deliberately allowed the home to fall into a 
state of disrepair. Financial and health hard- 
ships interfered with the family’s ability to 
maintain the home, she said. As Dudney 
explains, her mother is a three-time cancer 
survivor whose sole source of income is her 
Social Security. While Dudney and her two 
siblings cover the cost of their mother’s prop- 
erty taxes, utilities, caregivers, and other 
needs, there is not much money to pay for 
anything else. She said when they decided 
three years ago to take out a mortgage of 
about $100,000 to pay for major repairs, the 
bids they received just to bring the house up 
to code were in the $1 million range. “We 
just couldn’t justify putting that kind of money 
into this house, let alone trying to pay back a 
mortgage of that magnitude,” she said. 


The family then proceeded to plan B: 
replacing the house with two new residences 
- one to be occupied by Helen Nohra and the 
other to be sold to help pay for the project. 
That’s when the neighborhood association 
moved to stop the destruction of the home, 
which sits on a landmark corner that recalls 
the bygone days of the trolley car. 

“I’m certainly not happy about Judge 
Hurley’s decision,” Dudney said, adding that 
in her view, neither side actually won. “We 
are having to go through the process again, 
and the court did not declare this house his- 
torical,” she said. Dudney does not mince 
words when expressing her anger over how a 
neighborhood’s influence can trump the 
rights of an individual property owner. “I wish 
I had that kind of political clout,” she said. 

The Bradford-Nohra case is just one of 
many battles in play as the city attempts to 
find a middle ground between neighborhood 
preservation and property rights. At the same 
time, the city has sharpened its watch over 
an important revenue stream: The more his- 
torical zoning protections the city grants, the 
more money the city loses to tax abate- 
ments. Who knew that preserving Austin’s 
beloved past while protecting its future would 
become such a Catch-22? - Amy Smith

Bowing to Business Wheels, AISD Cans Tax Hike 



On Aug. 23, the Austin Independent 
School District board of trustees approved 
a nearly $1 billion budget for the 2010-11 
school year. However, the smiles and 
applause for the unanimous vote marked 
the end of a brutal week of negotiations and 
not-so-subtle threats from elements of the 
business community against a proposal to 
raise the tax rate, which the board scrapped. 

The approved budget, worth $974 million, 
breaks down into three sections (see 
graph): food services, primarily paid for by 
federal funds; debt service, covered by the 
interest and sinking component of resi- 
dents’ property tax bills; and the General 
Fund, which is primarily paid for by the 
maintenance and operations tax rate. To 
cover a projected tax shortfall, the district 
will use $12.2 million of its fund balances, 
including $6.3 million from the General 
Fund approved by the board in April for mis- 
sion-critical first-year spending under the 
new strategic plan. As part of the budget 
process, the board approved an increase on 
the interest and sinking, or bond repay- 
ment, rate of 2.5 cents per $100 of proper- 
ty valuation. That brings the combined rate 
to $1,227 per $100, though homeowners 
are not likely to see an increase in their bill, 
due to a 3.7% average drop in appraised 
property values. 

The board quietly dropped a second pro- 
posal - to pay for full-time prekindergarten 
education, additional investment in East 
Austin, and a 3% teacher pay raise with a 
5-cent bump on the 
maintenance and 
operations rate. That 
tax increase would 
have required voter 
approval on the 
November ballot, but 
trustees let the mea- 
sure die without a vote 
after pressure from 
business interests. 

The Monday meeting 
was blandly procedural 
compared to the fire- 
works at the Aug. 19 
public budget meeting. 

After an Aug. 14 Austin 
American-Statesman 
editorial accused the 
board of trying to pass 
a “huge tax hike,” sev- 
eral prominent mem- 
bers of the business community came out 
against the measure. Downtown Austin 
Alliance Executive Director Charlie Betts 
metaphorically waved over the board’s 
heads the $50 million that his members 
pay in AISD property taxes, while attorney 
John Blazier threatened that “the business 
community will spend money to oppose 
you.” The Greater Austin Chamber of 
Commerce was more oblique, merely stat- 
ing that it “continues to ask trustees to 
adopt greater efficiencies - and certainly 
not to dig a deeper fiscal hole - before con- 
sidering a tax rate election.” 


Heading into the Monday meeting, expec- 
tations had been high for continued friction. 
Instead, Education Austin’s vice president 
for classified employees, Rae Nwosu, told 
the board during citizen’s communication 
that the union was withdrawing its request 
for a ballot initiative. After last Thursday’s 
outbursts, the union met with board mem- 
bers and administrators over the weekend 
and realized the district was unwilling to 
clash publicly with the chamber. Conceding 
the political reali- 
ties of the situa- 
tion, outgoing 
Education Austin 
President Louis 
Malfaro said, 
“When you’re beat, 
you’re beat.” 

That the opposi- 
tion to a tax roll- 
back election was 
so sudden and 
vitriolic surprised 
many supportive 
groups, including 
nonprofits Liveable 
City and Austin 
Interfaith. AISD 
Board President 
Mark Williams 
said: “The [elec- 
tion] had been in 
the background, and I think some people 
had thought it wasn’t going to happen. It 
really wasn’t until Education Austin came 
forward with a poll that said that 57% of 
people [backed a tax increase] that they 
got serious.” Had the board pushed ahead 
with a vote, he said, rather than “people 
coming together to work collaboratively, 
we get into a conflict situation for the next 
three months that probably has legs 
beyond that.” 

Even with an approved budget, the board 
is still looking for spending cuts. Trustee 
Annette LoVoi suggested cutting utility 


bills through innovative energy usage reduc- 
tion programs, while board Vice President 
Vince Torres proposed the same for water. 
The only possibility for new cash comes in 
the form of a federal job protection measure 
passed Aug. 10. Gov. Rick Perry has 
opposed the law’s compliance clauses (see 
“Perry vs. Texas Teachers,” Aug. 13), but if 
he doesn’t stand in the way, then AISD 
could receive an extra $17.5 million. Nwosu 
has requested that the board consider using 
$10 million of that for a 2% teacher pay 
raise. According to the Texas Association of 
School Boards, basic salary for an AISD 
teacher is 49th out of the 50 largest school 
districts in the state. Malfaro said, “Maybe 
if they give us that 2%, we won’t be 50th 
out of 50.” 

There is even less comfort for the dis- 
trict’s classified and paraprofessional work- 
ers. The Southwest Workers Union had 

been seeking a 7% pay raise for staff, 
including bus drivers and custodians. That 
may sound like a hefty hike, but, as union 
organizer Chavel Lopez noted, to support a 
family of three paying fair-market rent, “a 
worker would need to earn at least 
$35,788 to be able to meet their basic 
necessities. A lot of these workers earn 
barely $10,000.” His union had asked the 
district to give cafeteria workers an extra 
$50 a year for their uniform allowance. 
That’s a lot for an employee earning $7.25 
an hour, but the total cost to the district 
would have been less than the $41,500 
bonus that the board awarded Superinten- 
dent Meria Carstarphen on Monday. 

While there will be no tax election this 
year, the board has suggested that it may 
be easier to make the case for a November 
2011 vote; that would give the district more 
time to sell the proposal to the chamber 
and the general public. However, said 
Malfaro, “I hate to be a pessimist, but I 
don’t think voters will be any more amena- 
ble to an election in a year’s time.”

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No Surprises in Cil 

The city on Monday filed a motion to dis- 
miss a lawsuit - filed July 29 by the Save 
Our Springs Alliance - over alleged environ- 
mental violations related to the ever-contro- 
versial Water Treatment Plant No. 4. 

(That’s not to be confused with another, 
somewhat similar potential lawsuit involving 
a slightly different group of actors.) Lest you 
think the city’s move for dismissal indicates 
progress, you may want to think again. 

“This is almost always the first motion that 
a defendant in a federal lawsuit files,” says 
David Frederick, attorney for the plaintiffs. 
“It’s very conventional to file some motion 
that says, basically, The court doesn’t have 
jurisdiction over me.’” 

SOS and fellow plaintiffs Environment 
Texas and University of Texas Austin biology 
professor (and SOS science officer) Mark 
Kirkpatrick are accusing the city - along with 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and U.S. 
Secretary of the Interior Kenneth Salazar - of 
violating the National Environmental Policy Act 
and the Texas Parks and Wildlife Code. WTP4’s 
proposed transmission lines cross, in part, the 
Balcones Canyonlands Preserve, home to 
several endangered species (such as the gold- 
en-cheeked warbler and the black-capped vir- 
eo) as well as the Jollyville Plateau sala- 
mander, a candidate species for the endan- 
gered list. While the city has a permit under 
the Balcones Canyonlands Conservation Plan 
to build in the habitat of the already listed 
endangered species, it stands in legal limbo in 
regard to the wait-listed salamander. 

According to Chuck Lesniak of the city’s 
Watershed Protection and Development 
Review Department, if the salamander gets 
bumped up to the endangered list, the city will 
then likely have to suspend the WTP4 project 
- along with any others in the area - while the 
city develops a habitat conservation plan and 
acquires a permit as required by NEPA. “That 
process can take several years,” says Lesniak. 
To avoid that scenario, the city has entered 
into negotiations with the Fish and Wildlife 
Service to secure a Candidate Conservation 
Agreement With Assurances. Such an 
agreement would allow the city to “develop 
conservation measures like you would for a 
habitat conservation plan, to get ahead of the

listing and start doing things the right way,” 
says Lesniak. “That way, if the salamander 
does get listed, you already have a permit and 
it becomes active at that point.” 

SOS Alliance Executive Director Bill Bunch 
says the city is in violation of NEPA because it 
is going forward with construction activity prior 
to completion of the environmental assess- 
ment that is part of the CCAA process. “If the 
City wants an agreement with FWS at the end 
of the process, which is the stated plan, then 
they cannot build the plant now while the NEPA 
studies in support of the CCAA are under way,” 
said Bunch via e-mail. “You have to study first 
and then build after the studies are approved 
by FWS.” According to the lawsuit, the city’s 
activities not only constitute an undertaking 
that could “have an adverse impact on the 
environment,” but they also “commit resources 
prejudicing selection of alternatives before mak- 
ing a final decision” - both normally forbidden 
prior to completion of a NEPA assessment. 

“The core of NEPA is that you look at alterna- 
tives that are less damaging, and at least one 
of those alternatives should be building the 
plant somewhere else instead of in the middle 
of a habitat for eight different endangered spe- 
cies,” says Bunch. Other alternatives, he says, 


would include “doing something that’s not even 
a plant, like conservation and fixing your leaky 
pipes - meeting the purpose some other way.” 
In the motion to dismiss, the city argues that 
its actions “are not major federal actions” and 
therefore are not subject to NEPA. Frederick 
disputes that, however, saying that because 
Austin is the “agent” for FWS, its actions do 
fall under NEPA. “The law is crystal clear that 
Fish and Wildlife Service may not take, or allow 
others to take, actions that undermine the envi- 
ronmental analysis before the environmental 
analyses have been completed,” he says. “SOS 
doesn’t believe that federal law will allow a non- 
federal actor [the city], acting as the agent for 
the federal actor [FWS], to take those actions 
that the federal actor could not itself take.” 
According to Lesniak, the city’s own environ- 
mental commissioning process - “an intensive 
environmental review of Water Treatment Plant 
Four projects” that has been ongoing for almost 
four years - actually “looks beyond just what 
the regulatory requirements are.” Furthermore, 
he says, if the city secures a CCAA, which 
involves an Environmental Assessment under 
NEPA, the city would be doing more than it 
eventually would under a traditional habitat con- 
servation plan. Not only would “all conservation

measures have to start immediately, even 
though the listing may never occur,” he says, 
but the city “would have to meet a higher pro- 
tection standard” than it otherwise would. 
Rather than meeting a “do no harm” standard, 
says Lesniak, the city would be required “to 
make the situation better for the species.” 
Bunch says he’d have no problem with the 
environmental commissioning process “if they 
had completed it and it told us what they’re 
going to do and how they’re going do it and why 
it’s safe to do it that way. ... The most impor- 
tant part is the question: Are they going to 
screw up these springs and how much?” Bunch 
also contests the CCAA’s ability to guarantee 
higher protection standards for the salamander. 
As even Lesniak points out, under a CCAA, the 
“city’s actions alone are not expected to provide 
for the recovery of the species.” Yet the CCAA 
process, says Bunch, sets “policy for the entire 
survival of the species with no one else in the 
room. Everybody else is locked out: developers, 
homeowners, Williamson County, Travis County, 
Round Rock. ... If you’re having to shape a poli- 
cy for the entire range of the species, then that 
should be an open process where stakeholders 
participate and not just an inside deal between 
the city and Fish and Wildlife.” 

SOS’ next move, says Frederick, depends 
on how the negotiations play out. If all goes 
according to the city’s plans, FWS will make its 
decision by next summer, which should allow 
construction of the plant to stay on schedule. In 
the meantime, there’s that other pesky “intent 
to sue” letter to keep everyone on their toes. 
The city, FWS, and Travis County - accused by 
SOS and the Austin Chapter of the Sierra Club 
of failing to protect the endangered species 
under the Balcones Canyonlands Conservation 
Plan - have until early October to respond to 
that letter. - Nora Ankrum

DELL TWISTS IN THE WIND 

As any family court judge can tell you, 
divorce cases can be explosive. But for pow- 
erful courtroom confrontations, human 
divorces have nothing over the legal confla- 
grations that erupt when one corporation 
has been wronged by another. 

Take the case of corporate betrayal that 
Advanced Internet Technologies has 
brought against Dell, the giant computer 
corporation. Now in its third year of litigation, 
AIT’s lawsuit accuses Dell of selling at least 
11.8 million faulty personal computers 
to business customers, then engaging in a 
companywide cover-up of the problems.

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Booming in the Bust 

ACC advances its higher-ed march across the region - 
but not everyone is happy

Once upon a time, there was a govern- 
mental entity flush with cash. But then it 
decided to expand. Critics warned that the 
proposed expansion would be costly and 
would lead to cutbacks in services to its core 
customers in order to serve suburbanites, 
some of whom don’t even live in its taxing 
district. And lo and behold, the predictions 
came true. Just as the expansion was com- 
pleted, the economy went south and the 
agency made cuts to core services and found 
itself nearly penniless. 

I’m talking, of course, about Capital Metro, 
and presumably there is no need to fully 
rehash the history of its commuter train here. 

But we repeat that tale as an analogy: 
There’s another local entity that finds itself in 
a similar situation as Cap Metro six years ago. 
It’s an imperfect analogy, but the key compo- 
nents sound familiar. 

Austin Community College in 2010 finds 
itself in good financial shape. And it’s looking 
to expand - big time. If voters approve in Nov- 
ember, ACC could double the number of school 
districts it serves, annexing Bastrop, Elgin, 
McDade, Hays Consolidated, and San Marcos 


Consolidated. To prepare, ACC has negotiated 
for $35 million in land purchases in those dis- 
tricts (a process known as “land banking”). 

As with commuter rail, there are warnings 
from critics: In the ACC board of trustees elec- 
tion this past spring, some candidates ran on 
a platform wary of expansion, urging improve- 
ment of existing campuses before construc- 
tion of new ones. 

And there are cutbacks: For the first time in 
30 years, ACC employees didn’t get an annual 
raise. This includes the faculty members, who 
provide the “core services” part of this equa- 
tion. Is history about to repeat itself? Can ACC 
really afford this expansion? 

To the latter question, Ben Ferrell unsurpris- 
ingly says “yes.” The college’s executive vice 
president for finance and administration backs 
that assertion with “I get fired if something 
goes wrong.” Ferrell says the issue revolves 
around two problems: “One, you know you 
have tremendous growth in this area and 
we’re expected to meet it. Two, how do you do 
that without bankrupting the college or rob- 
bing the existing operations to do something 
like that?”

How that’s accomplished, Ferrell says, will 
be based on the model ACC used for build- 
ing its Round Rock campus when Round 
Rock Independent School District joined. 
“We [said], ‘Okay, Round Rock, if you’re 
annexed, you’ll bring in this much money in 
additional tax revenue.’ So we take that and 
run calculations and say: ‘Okay, with your 
money, we can build a campus of this size 
and operate that campus in your area using 
your money, but we’re not going to take the 
existing district’s money and pour it into 
your deal. You will stand on your own.’ 
That’s how we approach an annexation. We 
don’t want it to harm the existing district.” 

But some faculty worry it 
already has. While ACC goes 
on its land-buying spree, the 
administration has tightened 
up in other areas, with grave 
warnings about an uncertain 
economy ahead. In July, staff 
went to the board with its 
fiscal year 2011 budget - 
balanced in part by denying 
the usual 4% across-the- 
board raises to ACC staff. 

Instead, the board mustered 
up a $100 stipend to help 
with rising health costs. 

Although board members expressed reluc- 
tance, they were talked into passing it. Some 
faculty members object, saying the money for 
the raises exists. 

Reference librarian Jon Fuckstead is the 
president of ACC’s Faculty Senate, and math 
professor Juan Molina is the president-elect 
(essentially, the vice president). They argue a 
pot of money is readily available: ACC’s cash 
reserves, which are projected to hit $26 mil- 
lion by the end of FY 2010. Board policy 
requires that reserves be at least 8% of the 


budget. With FY 2011’s budget coming in at 
just under $235 million, that would be about 
$19 million. They don’t argue that expansion 
might be necessary, but they say ACC has 
enough cash that “they can have their cake 
and eat it, too,” as Molina put it. 

“When we asked for a salary increase, we 
were looking for money that they could use for 
that that is not attached to something else, 
like land,” says Molina. “The cash reserves is 
one of those things that it’s up to the discre- 
tion of the board on how to use it.” 

That $7 million from the reserves, says 
Molina, is more than enough - the adminis- 
tration’s own numbers show an across-the- 
board 4% raise would cost 
$5.3 million. Fuckstead 
and Molina also say anoth- 
er $2 million is available in 
“lapsed salaries,” money 
allocated for positions that 
have not been filled. They 
also complain about the 
$1.6 million being spent 
on the Student Success 
Initiative - a cross-depart- 
mental program to examine 
ways to improve student 
performance - and argue 
that the teachers them- 
selves are the best way to do that. 

The pair also argue that the warnings of 
Ferrell and other ACC higher-ups are a bit 
overdone, if not disingenuous. Over the past 
decade, Travis County’s appraisal values - and 
thus, ACC’s tax collections - have soared. 
Collections have gone from $17.6 million in 
FY 2000 to $87.6 million in FY 2009. Com- 
bined with tuition revenues and other increas- 
ing income sources, the revenue per full-time 
student equivalent (that is, total enrolled class 
hours divided by a 12-hour course load) has

risen from $7,052 in FY 2003 to $10,608 in 
FY 2008 (a 34% rise, they note, while 
employee compensation per full-time stu- 
dent equivalent has risen only 24%). 

In other words, times are good and possi- 
bly getting better: ACC projects that revenues 
will grow from the current $235 million up 
to $317 million by FY 2018. 

Luckstead and Molina also contend that 
adjunct faculty are getting shortchanged on a 
formula that ties their compensation to a 
percentage of that of full-time faculty - in 
essence, they say, the adjuncts aren’t getting 
paid for the week before the semester starts 
to prepare for classes or to have appointment 
office hours. 

Ferrell counters that this boils 
down to a “philosophical disagree- 
ment” with the Senate: “We’re pay- 
ing you to teach a course; that 
includes course prep and all that 
goes with teaching a course,” rather 
than for a specific number of hours 
worked. Similarly, in regard to the 
lag between full-time student 
equivalent revenue and compensa- 
tion, he says, “We don’t do a profit- 
sharing plan here.” 

And finally, Luckstead and 
Molina note that ACC administra- 
tors got substantial raises last year 

- the top being Workforce Education and 
Business Development Vice President Mike 
Midgley with a 42% bump, and Ferrell him- 
self with a 33% increase. Ferrell, however, 
says these raises were “market adjustments” 

- long overdue pay changes to keep with the 
board policy of making ACC competitive by 
putting staff pay in the top three community 
colleges in the state. He notes that just a few 
years ago, faculty pay also went up with a 
similar market adjustment. 


“Look, ACC is doing great, we’re buying 
land like crazy, we’re annexing like crazy, 
so we need a raise,” Molina says the 
Faculty Senate told the board. “They keep 
spending money on all these other things, 
but they don’t want to spend the money on 
the salaries.” 

Separate Money Pots 

Luckstead and Molina’s ideas would be 
disastrous, warn both Ferrell and ACC 
board Vice Chair Allan Kaplan. Kaplan 
goes even further and calls the pair “disin- 
genuous, and they know it.”

The money to pay salaries and the money 
to buy land, Ferrell and Kaplan say, comes 
from two different pots. The money for sala- 
ries and other maintenance and operations 
must come, by law, from taxes, tuition, and 
state appropriations - and while all those 
categories have gone up historically, tuition 
is the only one going up from FY 2010 to FY 
2011. The land purchases, except for $4 
million spent to acquire part of Highland 
Mall, come from revenue bonds paid off by 


a student fee. “To even compare them is 
disingenuous and ridiculous,” says Kaplan. 

State appropriations for FY 2010 and FY 
2011 are going down 5%, and the state has 
asked community colleges to make plans for 
10% reductions in fiscal years 2012 and 
2013. The 5% will cost ACC $2.3 million, 
Ferrell estimates. And property tax revenue 
dropped by more than $1 million over the 
past year as well. 

As for dipping into the reserves, “I think 
it’s a real bad idea,” Kaplan says, adding that 
the money is needed for emergencies. By 
comparison, Cap Metro, with a similar size 
budget, aims to build up its reserves from the 
current $15 million to about $35 million. 
“It’s not a smart thing to do, fiscally. I’ve 
been on this board 16 years, and I pushed 
very hard for adjunct pay increases, faculty 
pay increases to get everybody up to market 
[levels], and so the fact is, the faculty and 
staff are very well-paid right now.” 

Ferrell agrees: “When you give a raise, 
that is there forever. And then the next year, 
if you give another $5 million, a 4% raise, 
it’s on top of that new base, and you have 
a compounding effect. If you add a perma- 
nent expense to your budget, you better 
have a permanent revenue source to pay for 
it. ... It would be crazy giving a raise right 
now knowing that our revenues are going 
to drop.” 

“They always say the land banking is a 
separate pot of money,” counters Luckstead. 
“But it’s like accounting tricks. ... So we’ll 
issue bonds, you get the money up front for 
selling bonds. Now you have to pay the bond 
holders. That debt service gets lumped into a 
special part of the budget, then they can say 
that part of the money isn’t available for any- 
thing else.” The $4 million for the Highland 
Mall property, Luckstead said, “was cash. 
That wasn’t a different pot of money.” 

“The accounting can be very artis- 
tic,” adds Molina. “If it’s going to 
benefit them, they’re going to move 
the money around, but they won’t 
tell you how they’re moving it. ” 

Of course, opinion is not unani- 
mous among faculty. English profes- 
sor David Lydic - whose name, we 
are compelled to acknowledge, was 
passed on to us by ACC administra- 
tion - says, “I’ve been here 30 years, 
and I believe this is the first year we 
have not gotten a pay raise.” Lydic 
says the complaints make faculty 
appear “oblivious” to the plight of 
others worse off in the current econ- 
omy. “I don’t want to say bad things about 
[the Faculty Senate’s] motivation; I just think 
it’s not the right time to be fussing about the 
lack of a raise when we’ve gotten one for 29 
years in a row.” 

That doesn’t satisfy Molina. “It looks 
from our perspective like a very self-serving 
system,” he says. “They’re making others 
money, they’re building all these campus- 
es, yet they don’t really care much about 
the employees.” ■

About Words

Left the Chevy in the hands of strangers 

- mechanics whom I didn’t know - and was 
feeling none too good about that on the cab 
ride to my apartment. Hadn’t lived in Lubbock 
long. Asked the cabbie: “What’s cab-driving 
like in this town? I ask because my father was 
a cabdriver.” 

This man was hulking, middle-aged, with 
a buzz haircut and very white skin that red- 
dened easily at any emotion. Turns out he had 
lots of emotions, barely in check. 

“Cabbin’ ’ere’s nothin’ much. Used’ta be, I’s a 
trucker. Cain’t do that no more, no more.” 

He spoke with an unusual, purposeful 
fierceness. As I was deciding to explore his 
mind no further, he asked: “Wut’s it yew do 
fer work, feller?” 

“I’m a writer.” 

“Yew wraht [write] ! ” He fairly shouted it. 
“Yeah.” 

“How?” The question mark should be an 
exclamation point. He spoke in exclamation 
points. “How d’yew wraht?! I need t’know. 
How yew start in to it, wut yew do fust 
[first], ’n’ wut next?!” 

I record his accent because his speech was 
integral to the man, for he spoke from his 
very soul. 

Before I could reply, he explained 

- with urgency, with conviction, 
and loudly - what he wanted to 
write and why. Said he “druv 
[drove] rigs a’fore Vision.” One 
day he’d called home from 
Oklahoma and learned “Mother 
died, sudden, ’n’ none knew 
why. I got raht [right] down on 
my knees raht there in th’ parkin' 
lot an’ had Vision. I had Vision.” 

He said “vision” with a capital “V” 

He saw three trees in Eden: “the Tree of 
Life and Death, the Tree of Good and Evil - 
and the Incest Tree!” Every last one of us is 
descended from the Incest Tree and that’s 
why - but I can’t reproduce the involved the- 
sis in his unique lingo or how he employed 
common words that had, for him, uncommon 
meanings. The gist was: We are the suffering 
children of incest, and the “a’Mighty” feeds on 
our suffering for (capital-H) “His force o’life.” 
“How’d yew wraht that, if yew was me?!” 

He asked as though it were a matter of life 
and death, while I’m thinking, “This poor 
maddened man knows my address.” 

It might surprise you how many have asked 
me the equivalent of “How’d yew wraht 
that?” - though not with this cabbie’s alarm- 
ing intensity. I’ve been asked by a sawy-eyed 
postal worker, a mechanic with neck tattoos, 
a dry cleaner’s attendant, and a biker - and 
that’s just in Lubbock, where the exchange

usually begins with: “What do 
you . . . do?” Like that, with a slight 
pause before “do.” I tell them, and 
they tell me there’s stuff they want 
to write and how might they go 
about that? 

It’s a question I respect. 

Everybody has a story, and some 
people want very much to write 
them, and a few actually might. I 
tell each what I told the cabbie: 

“Don’t worry about the writing 
part - grammar and punctuation 
and all that. Concentrate on what 
you want to say and write it just 
the way you’d say it to a friend. 

Not a stranger whom you’re trying 
to impress, but a friend whom you 
like and trust. You can say anything 
to that kind of friend. Start the same 
way you’d start when talking to 
this friend. Don’t think about writ- 
ing the whole damned book ’cause 
that’ll scare you half to death, the 
way it does me, even after all these 
years. Think about what you’re g 
gonna write that night. Tell your- * 
self you’ll write one page a day, S 
or a night, or whenever it 

is you write. Sometimes you’ll 
write more, sometimes less, but 
go for that one page. Do that 
four or five nights a week until 
you’ve told this friend all you 
want to tell. In a year you’ll 
have about 300 pages. That’s 
a manuscript. Then find some- 
body who’ll read it and can 
help you with it. None of it is easy. 

But that much is doable - if you really 
want to. You’ll find after about a week or two 
that you’ve got to really, really want to.” 

The people who ask this question don’t care 
about literature or stylistic prose. They care about 
whatever it is that made them ask the question. 

They ask seriously and deserve to be taken 
seriously, eye to eye, one quietly desperate soul 
to another, since that’s all we are underneath: 
desperate souls on uncertain roads. The thing 
about words is: They’re the commonest things 
around; everybody uses and misuses them; you 
say and hear and see them everywhere, even in 
your sleep. If you’re fortunate enough to set 
up shop as a writer and get away with it, your 
success rests on the very commonality of your 
medium. Even if you chant like Walt Whitman 
or rhyme like Edna St. Vincent Millay or speak 
the plainsong of William Carlos Williams, 
even if your sentences are as elegant as James 
Baldwin’s or as baroque as Murray Kemp ton’s 
or as direct as Flannery O’Connor’s - whatever 



your style and whatever your level, you work 
with the commonest things imaginable, things 
that are the property of all: words. Any power 
you may impart to words is rooted in how 
words are the property of all. They wouldn’t be 
useful if that were not true. 

To use words in such a way that others read 
and hear and even repeat your words - that 
is to participate in humanity at its common- 
est, and therefore most necessary, level. It is 
a humble function in the highest sense and 
cannot help but humble a writer who knows 
the stakes. Many want to speak but can’t; the 
writer who can stands on their shoulders. 
Whatever dignity this craft possesses rests on 
the pent-up word-longing of those who want 
to have their say but are stuck in circum- 
stances in which a person can barely stutter. 

And there’s this: You never know when 
you’re facing one whose words somehow have 
broken through - even if only to himself, her- 
self, or a few. 

The other night at the market on 50th and 
Indiana in Lubbock, Jazmin and I stepped up to 
the cash register with our purchases, and I saw, 
with some embarrassment, that we’d cut off this 
smiling guy leaning on the counter. I figured him 
for a manual laborer, Hispanic, just come from 
a hard day’s job. I apologized for cutting in and 
said: “You didn’t look like you were in line.” 

“That’s OK,” said he. “I’m jus’ bein’ a man- 
nequin. How y’all doin’?” 


Dirty T-shirt, grizzled face, wide smile, 
missing teeth, and something about him - 
something confident and knowing. 

I said we were doing fine and asked how 
was he doing and he said he was doing 
fine. He asked what we were going to do 
this evening. 

“Work,” said I. “I work nights.” 

“What at?” 

“I’m a writer.” 

He lit up. “What?!” 

“A writer,” said I. 

“I write,” said he. He didn’t say “I want to” 
or “I try to.” He said: “I write. I started with 
poems. Then sonnets. Now I write proses.” 
That’s how he put it: “proses.” 

“Me, too, mostly,” said I. “What do you 
write about?” 

“Life. What happens on the street. Life and 
death. You?” 

“I’m kind of a roving newspaperman.” 
“That’s good!” 

“Yeah,” I smiled. “It is good.” 

He smiled. Actually, he’d been smiling all 
along. We looked hard and kindly into each 
other’s eyes. To indicate mutual respect we 
nodded a guy-nod - that nod guys our age 
learned from John Wayne. 

Here I am writing about him, and he prob- 
ably went home to write about me, employing 
many the same mundane, worn words, com- 
mon to us both and common to all. ■

2010 OUT OF BOUNDS COMEDY FESTIVAL 

A banquet of yuks, more welcome than ever 


This summer hasn’t been a big one for laughs. Between 
the BP oil spill in the Gulf of Mexico, the floods in Pakistan, 
the fires in Russia, the economic distress that just won’t let 
up, and the escalating violence in Mexico, the mood has 
been pretty relentlessly downbeat. Which makes what is 
already one of Austin’s best harbingers of autumn, the Out of 
Bounds Comedy Festival, all the more welcome this year. In 
the week leading up to Labor Day, more than 500 comedy 
performers - some from as far away as Amsterdam and Tel 
Aviv - will be in town doing their best to make us chuckle, 
chortle, giggle, and guffaw. You can take your pick from 120 
sets featuring improv and sketch comedy, plus seven stand- 
up showcases featuring more than 25 comics. 

Yes, that’s more than the festival offered last year - about 
25% more - and 10 times the size of the first OOB in 2002. 
Indeed, Out of Bounds’ growth is emblematic of the dynamic 
expansion of the Austin improv community over the past 
decade. This year, more than 50 of the sets will feature local 
improvisers or locally generated improvised formats (a hefty 
homegrown crop for any city), and the spaces where they’ll be 
performed represent three of five Austin venues that present 
improv regularly all year-round. Both the quantity and quality 
of the improv/sketch scene here have attracted national 
attention, so having troupes from around the country attend 


OOB and its sister festivals, the Ladies 
Are Funny Festival and the Austin 
Sketch Festival, is a matter of course 
today. The 2010 schedule boasts 
improvisers from Seattle; Minneapolis; 

Philadelphia; Phoenix; Boston; 

Baltimore; Salt Lake City; Washington, 

D.C.; Providence, R.I.; and Portland, 

Ore., as well as the improv meccas of 
Chicago, Los Angeles, and New York 
City. And you can add to that troupes 
visiting from abroad: Three Falling from 
Israel, Live Man Show from the Netherlands, and 
PROJECTProject and Rosa Parks Improv, both from Canada. 

But when you talk about the festival expanding, it’s not 
just about size; it’s variety, too. This year shows how far 
beyond the standard-issue short-form games and free-form 
long-form Out of Bounds will venture. Filling the schedule 
this year are more formats that evoke the works of specific 
plays, films, or TV shows. You can choose from the dramas 
of Tennessee Williams (Los Angeles’ Kind Strangers), David 
Mamet (Confidence Men), or Harold Pinter (j/k); or Broadway 
musicals in the key of Wicked (Oklahoma City’s Villain: The 
Musical ); films by Alfred Hitchcock ( Hitchcocked /), in the 


Twilight series {Dusk: Improvised Tween 
Erotica), featuring James Bond (Topping 
Haggerty Experience’s Today Is Not Tomorrow), 
or that feature isolated astronauts in the 
manner of 2001; A Space Odyssey or Solaris 
( Eris 2035, by Parallelogramophonograph); 
or an episode of original series Star Trek 
( Start Trekkin’, with casts from Austin and 
New York City). As mentioned previously, 
stand-up has a steadily increasing pres- 
ence, and two of OOB’s most notable acts 
this year are nonimprov solo shows: Kevin 
McDonald of Kids in the Hall presents his 
reminiscences about that groundbreaking 
sketch troupe, along with memories of his 
alcoholic father, in Hammy and the Kids 
(Sunday, Sept. 5, 9:30pm, La Zona Rosa), 
and accomplished political satirist Will 
Durst offers The Lieutenant Governor From 
the State of Confusion (Saturday, Sept. 4, 
7pm, Salvage Vanguard Theater). 

In other words, Out of Bounds now boasts so much come- 
dy of so many kinds that there’s something in it to get any- 
body howling with laughter. Even after a summer this glum.

In memoriam 

Adam Conaway was not 
one for the spotlight, but 
he was no less valuable 
to the performing arts 
groups he worked with 
than his friends who com- 
manded the stage. With 
the Creative Opportunity 
Orchestra and the aerial 
dance company Blue Lapis 
Light, Conaway did the 
kind of unglamorous 
behind-the-scenes work - 
grant-writing, Web design, 
publicity, office chores, administrative duties, setup and 
tear-down - that make all the difference in the survival 
of small, independent arts groups. He dedicated much 
of his time and energy to keeping them going, but now 
he himself is gone. Conaway passed away on Sunday, 
Aug. 15, eight days shy of his 36th birthday, owing to 
complications from damage to his liver and kidneys. 
Conaway was a native of Conroe, Texas, but Austin was 
the place that came to be home for him, especially 
among friends such as the late Tina Marsh and Blue 
Lapis Light founder Sally Jacques, with whom he 
worked for 12 years. “His creative inspiration and quiet 
presence was intrinsic to the vision and growth of our 
work,” Jacques says. Conaway is survived by his par- 
ents, Hank and Karen Conaway of Huntsville; sister, 
Anne Elizabeth Conaway; brother, Gregory Scott 
Conaway, and wife Collin; grandmother Fran Conaway; 
and niece, Abigail Conaway. The family requests that 
memorial donations be made to Blue Lapis Light or the 
charity of one’s choice.

'THE INTERGALACTIC NEMESIS’ 

Zygonian sludgies invade Dell Hall! 


During its 14-year existence, The 
I nterga lactic Nemesis has had almost 
as many lives as an old radio adven- 
ture serial has chapters - fitting, since 
the Austin-created theatrical hit pays 
tribute to/sends up those very serials 
of radio’s golden age. What started as 
a lo-fi attempt at re-creating radio 
drama with live sound effects in a cof- 
fee shop might have ended there, but 
then the recordings of those live 
shows were broadcast as a real radio 
serial on KUT. Then the full serial was 
staged in a single evening in a the- 
atre. That led to a sequel! Which led 
to the original serial and sequel being 
staged in repertory! Which led to a 
second sequel! Which led to a nation- 
al tour of the first show! Every time it 
looked as if this unlikely stage sensa- 
tion had hit the end of the line, 
Nemesis would, like the resourceful 
hero in a cliff-hanger, manage to cheat 
death and keep going. 

And we’re far from seeing the final 
chapter. This year, Jason Neulander, 
the former Salvage Vanguard Theater 
artistic director who oversaw the cre- 
ation of the first Nemesis in 1996 and 
has been shepherding its develop- 
ment since, collaborated with local art- 
ist Tim Doyle to produce a comics 
adaptation that could be integrated 
into the stage version. In the “live- 


action graphic novel,” as Neulander 
calls it in his best Stan Lee manner, 
Doyle’s art is projected above the 
three actors - improv empress Shana 
Merlin as plucky newshound Molly 
Sloan, Mical Trejo as gee-whizzing 
sidekick Timmy Mendez, and versatile 
Chris Gibson as time-traveling librarian 
Ben Wilcott, evil mesmerist Mysterion, 
and, well, everyone else - as they 
unfold the story dramatically, with able 
aural support from Foley artist extraor- 
dinaire Buzz Moran and musical wiz- 
ard Graham Reynolds. Since February, 
this team has been serving up the lat- 
est iteration of Nemesis - a chapter at 
a time, natch - before selected 
screenings at the Alamo Drafthouse, 
where they’ve been able to hook an 
entirely new audience on Molly and 
Timmy’s race against time to stop the 
Zygonian invasion of Earth in 1933. 
That’s all been a long prologue to 
Labor Day weekend, though, as 
they’ve been booked by the Long 
Center to present the full story in ele- 
gant Dell Hall. It’s the biggest and 
most ambitious showing of Nemesis 
that Austin has yet to see. Will it also 
be the show’s biggest triumph to 
date? Or could this be the final bow 
for The I nterga lactic Nemesis ? There’s 
only one way to find out! Tune in next 
Friday and Saturday at 8pm! - R.F.

On summer 
break from his job running Texas State University’s well- 
regarded creative writing program, he’d returned home from 
travels to find his Internet down. Then he set the alarm off at 
the Katherine Anne Porter house, the historic home Grimes led 
the effort to preserve, and had to spend the first 10 minutes 
of our interview explaining the situation to two uniformed 
officers from the Kyle Police Department. Moments after I 
turned my recorder on, a guitar inexplicably crashed to the 
floor. Altogether a chaotic scene, in marked contrast to the 
calm - even serenity - he has achieved with the publication of 
his memoir, Mentor (Tin House). 

Grimes was a thirtysomething struggling writer waiting 
tables in Key West when he was accepted to the Iowa Writers’ 
Workshop at the University of Iowa, long the undisputed king 
of creative writing programs (Kurt Vonnegut, John Cheever, 
and Philip Roth all taught there, and Raymond Carver, John 
Irving, T.C. Boyle, and Joy Williams studied there). At Iowa, 
Grimes was taken under the wing of the workshop’s director, 
Frank Conroy, a titanic figure both then, for his much-praised 
memoir Stop-Time, and later, as nurturer to some of the best 
American writers working today. Conroy took an especial liking 
to Grimes, comparing his writing to Don DeLillo’s, and was 
convinced that Grimes’ second novel, Seasons End, which he 
completed at the workshop, would rocket his protege to suc- 
cess. All signs pointed to yes - a bidding war, the comparison 
to DeLillo bandied about - but through a mix of happenstance, 
bad luck, and rushed decision-making, all of which Grimes 
details in Mentor, Seasons End crashed and burned upon its 
release in 1996. Grimes defined himself by that book’s failure, 
and he spent the next two decades grappling with severe 
depression and bouts of intense paranoia. 

But the other constant was Conroy, with whom he had 
formed a profound connection. “I arrived fatherless,” Grimes 
writes of his time at the workshop. “I departed a son.” A few 
years after Conroy’s death in 2005, Grimes set down to write 
a book about Conroy and his body of work, but what emerged 
was a portrait of both men - mentor and protege first, then 
lifelong friends. 


Austin Chronicle: The hook charts the evolution of your relation- 
ship with Frank very explicitly: First he’s an idol, and then he’s 
a teacher, and then he’s a friend, and then a father figure, and 
then, you know, he’s more or less an equal. Had you processed 
those stages before you started writing, or did you find it as you 
went along ? 

Tom Grimes: I found it as I wrote. ... I didn’t know what was 
coming, and I didn’t even really know when it was done. ... I 
sent it to Charlie - [fellow Iowa grad] Charles D’Ambrosio - 
and he read it and he said, “Well, okay, it’s not Frank’s story; 
it’s your story.” ... So at that point I realized: “Huh. I guess 
I wrote a memoir, and I guess I’m in it more 
than I realized.” 

AC: Was that a problematic realization for you? 

TG: No. It’s probably better that it went like 
that, because if I didn’t have Frank as a lens, 

I don’t think I could have looked at myself as 
honestly as I did. ... I think that if I had, you 
know, just set out to write the book consciously, 

I probably wouldn’t have finished it; it prob- 
ably would have seemed really self-indulgent. 

I never really entertained the idea of writing a 
memoir. And I may have felt too self-conscious 
about it, and some of the things that I admit in 
the book would have seemed coy maybe. But 
because I actually just discovered them when 
I wrote the sentence, then I don’t think they 
come across that way. 

AC: For example? 

TG: Oh, the fact that for 20 years I misunderstood my life. 
That, you know, I tormented myself over the failure of this 
novel, my second one, Season’s End. And that I didn’t realize 
all that time that my friendship with Frank was really the more 
important thing that came out of that whole experience. . . . 
That became the more important thing in my life and the more 
sustaining thing in my life for another 15 or 16 years. And 
only when I realized it, only when I wrote [Mentor] did I real- 
ize like, “Oh my God, I’ve wasted 20 years of my life thinking 
about [the failure of Season’s End].” And now that I’ve finished 


the book, it’s a cliche, but, you know, a lot of demons have 
been buried and doors have been closed, and I don’t feel like 
a failure anymore. 

AC: Wow. 

TG: Yeah. That was unexpected. 

AC: Yeah. Nice little bonus. 

TG: Yeah. It’s funny that, you know, the subject I know the 
most about was failure, so that’s what I wrote about, [laughs] 
It would be perfectly ironic that the book that is my biggest 
success is the book about failure. 

AC: You lay yourself pretty bare in this book - the self-doubt, the 
despair, various psychiatric diagnoses. In the course of writing, did 
you ever think, “Whoa, my colleagues are gonna read this”? 

TG: No. I didn’t care. I don’t consider Mentor tawdry at all. 
Though, you know, since the book’s out I haven’t been back 
to the school yet. [laughs] I don’t know what kind of looks I’m 
gonna get. . . . 

I didn’t think of it as like, “Here’s my pain,” you know? 
There were these terrible periods that I went through, but what 
leavened it was my friendship with Frank and the great stuff 
that we went through together. It kind of balanced the scales. 

. . . The only person that I asked permission from to write about 
was my sister, because I wrote about my sister’s attempted 
suicide. . . . She said: “It’s so long ago. Go ahead, say what you 
want; I’m gonna write my own memoir anyway. I’ll correct 
what you said.” 

AC: You’ve got a pretty tight scope to the book, and obviously there 
were a lot of things that couldn’t get in there. But I was curious, it’s 
a book about your relationship with your mentor but it doesn’t talk 
about your own relationship as a teacher with your students. 

TG: I tell my students all the time that every story has a clock, 
and it starts ticking when dramatic action happens. That starts 
[in Mentor] when I meet Frank. And the dramatic action ends 
when the dramatic action ends, regardless of what it is. The 
clock’s out of time, so you can’t add overtime to the book. . . . 

But I guess I would have seemed like, really, I don’t know, 
narcissistic or something like that, you know? The young 
writers that I’ve worked with over the years, some have been 
successful, and if I’ve helped them a little bit, that’s great, 
but the success was ultimately their own. I don’t think it’s a 
teacher’s right to take a lot of credit for their students’ suc- 
cess, you know? Frank was happy for my success - he didn’t 
take credit for it. ... 

But it was pretty funny - there’s a review 
online, through Goodreads, I think it is, where 
just like regular readers can [submit reviews] . 
And this one woman wrote, “This is the most 
honest book I’ve ever read, so now I want 
Grimes to write about everything - his wife, 
his family, his kids, the whole nine yards.” 
[laughs] “I want everything.” 

AC: How does your wife feel about that idea? 
TG: Uh, probably not great. ... I don’t think 
I’ll ever write another memoir. Right now I 
have nothing in my head at all to write. I have 
no desire to write whatsoever - none, zero. I 
have to talk to a couple of editors about doing 
some magazine work maybe, but for a book, I 
don’t have a thing in mind. You know, maybe 
when this stuff, like, goes away, dies down, 
maybe my mind will start up again. 

AC: Is that alarming to you? To not have anything cooking? 

TG: Doesn’t bother me at all. Every writer has one book, like, 
the key book that that person has to write before they die. I 
think I wrote mine. ■

TEXAS PERFORMING ARTS 
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after a fashion

FASHION WEAK As I’ve said before, Fashion 
Week is an event held seasonally in the fash- 
ion capitals of the world to exhibit designers’ 
new collections to the press and buyers. It’s 
apparent that there is a small segment of citi- 
zens here who have imagined that Austin is 
also a fashion capital; last week’s Austin 
Fashion Week from Launch787 proved them 
misguided. The opening party at GSD&M fea- 
tured a performance by Tiffany (really?), and 
according to one friend in attendance, confu- 
sion about VIP seating made the fashion show 
portion look poorly attended. I virtually ignored 
the rest of Fashion Weak. I simply did not 
need to attend one more series of in-store 
“events” in which the same old stores show 
off what they bought this season while serving 
limp drinks and “entertainment” of some vari- 
ety. Not that there’s anything wrong with 
events like that; it’s just that they happen here 
all the time - not just during Fashion Weak. 

The series of events culminated with the 
Austin Fashion Awards. The publicist had 
invited me previously, but I hadn’t made up my 
mind until the last moment to attend, primarily 
because several close friends were presenting 
awards. What I wasn’t invited to was to be on 
the fashion critics’ panel of 40 of Austin’s 
most prominent fashion critics. Forty. Four. 
Zero. Did you have any idea that Austin has 40 
fashion critics? I certainly did not, but when I 
saw the 40 “critics,” it was abundantly clear 


that Austin does not have 40 prominent fash- 
ion critics. There were plenty of fine Austin citi- 
zens who do indeed wear clothes - sometimes 
fashionably - but know nothing about fashion 
(go ahead - pronounce “Balenciaga”), no- 
name news reporters, socialites, and dozens 
of other unrecognizable faces that did not 
belong on a panel of fashion critics. It didn’t 
really bother me too much. After spending 35 
years in the fashion business, I would have 
been uncomfortable sitting on a panel like 
that. Mandy Lauderdale emceed the show 
cleverly and amusingly (Flatteringly, she paid 
homage to me in her opening number. Thank 
you very much, Mandy.), keeping the audi- 
ence’s attention, which was wandering due to 
lackluster presentations and confusing stag- 
ing. To Dawn Youngev^Smith at Boudoir 
Queen: Your collection was just fabulous. I’d 
be livid if I were you over the producers having 
a Lady Gaga-esque performance going on 
behind me while I showed a collection. There 
were some other fun clothes being shown, 
including Rene Geneva and Celestino 
Couture. The show highlights included a pre- 
sentation from the Betsey Johnson store at 
the Domain (Betsey Johnson is Austin fashion 
because she has a store here? Hmmm.) as 
well as Project Runway s Chloe Dao. (When I 
think Austin fashion, I always think Chloe Dao; 
don’t you?) But as the awards were given, my 
heart shriveled a little bit more each time win-

Their hip-hop-free set (oh, joy!) was a hard- 
driving tour de force - kickass performers. 
Why trust me when you can see them for 
yourselves this Friday, Aug. 27, at Red Eyed 
Fly, 10:30pm. In a celebratory mood, we all 
moved on to Barbarella - the epicenter of 
chic clubbing right now - before moving on to 
Elysium. I’d really wanted to see John 
Wickham, Elysium’s owner, but he wasn’t 
there because he was across Red River at 
his new club, Valhalla (which will eventually 
have a rooftop patio).

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Dark Forces 
Gathering 

ArmadilloCon 32 by richard whittaker 


It’s a little-known fact that FACT - the 
Fandom Association of Central Texas - has 
made ArmadilloCon a regular date for read- 
ers and writers of science fiction and fantasy 
since 1979. Convention co-chair Elizabeth 
Burton called the gathering “the best-kept 
secret in Austin. It’s been going 32 years, 
and yet every year we discover hundreds of 
people who might be interested in coming 
but have never heard of us.” 

For what the organizers mildly describe as a 
little literary convention, the program partic- 
ipant list reads like a who’s who of genre pio- 
neers and Nebula Award winners. Longtime 
regular guests like novelist and ArmadilloCon 
1 toastmaster Howard Waldrop and the king 
of Nacogdoches Gothic, Joe Lansdale, rub 
shoulders with youngbloods like Austin- 
based comics writer Paul Benjamin, the 
plotter behind Tokyopop’s manga Pantheon 
High , and San Antonio homicide cop/Bram 
Stoker Award-nominated horror writer Joe 
McKinney. What makes ArmadilloCon spe- 
cial, Burton said, is that it “is really a place 
where people who like to read can rub shoul- 
ders with the people who make what it is 
they like to read.” For the authors, she said, 
“It’s a good place to just hang out, lay back, 
and have a good time for three days.” 

The mix of panels and readings by new 
and established authors stays the same: 
What changes every year is the emphasis. 
Back in the mid-Eighties, when cyberpunk 
was the bleeding edge, William Gibson 
and Bruce Sterling served as back-to-back 
guests of honor. Since then, according to 
local author and ArmadilloCon veteran Stina 
Leicht, “vampires have been huge, and zom- 
bies have been huge, and the paranormal 
romance has been a juggernaut through the 
landscape.” That’s reflected in this year’s 
special guests, as the post -Buffy the Vampire 
Slayer urban fantasies of husband-and-wife 
duo Ilona and Gordon Andrews share the 
stage with the copper-plated steampunk 
stylings of Michael Bishop. 

Wannabe authors shouldn’t reserve their 
pens for autograph hunting, as the three- 
day weekend begins with the sold-out writ- 
ers’ workshop. Leicht isn’t just running the 
program: The former BookPeople employee 
is a graduate, too. As an aspiring writer, the 
organizers of Austin’s dedicated bimonthly 
science fiction and fantasy study group 
SlugTribe recommended that she attend 
ArmadilloCon. “It was really exciting to go 
to a convention that was so focused on the 
literary side of things,” Leicht said. It also 
put her in direct contact with the publishing 
industry: The first person to critique one of 
her stories was award-winning young-adult 
fantasy novelist Sharon Shinn, and in her 
second year there, her short story ended

up in the hands of veteran sci-fi and fantasy 
editor Jim Minz. The emphasis on small 
fellowships of writers working directly with 
published authors, editors, and reviewers 
means “they’re given personal critiques and 
personal advice from professionals,” Leicht 
said. Even if an editor doesn’t ask for your 
manuscript there and then, she added, “if 
you submit your work later on down the 
line, they will remember you.” 

The workshop will mix helpful criticism 
with discussions about the brutal realities 
of getting anything published. Leicht said, 
“People don’t have any idea about what it 
takes to be an author or how you go about 
becoming one, and it’s a long, complicated 
journey, and bits of it can be quite confus- 
ing.” That’s especially true in science fiction 
and fantasy literature, where small publish- 
ers work in very particular niches, and so, 
she added, “by going to workshops you 
learn where those markets are and who you 
should talk to.” 

It may not work for everyone, but Leicht 
said that attending ArmadilloCon and meet- 
ing with like-minded writers “helped a great 
deal” with her fledgling literary career. Her 
debut novel, Of Blood and Honey (a dark fan- 
tasy set in conflict-riddled Northern Ireland 
in the 1970s), is scheduled to be published 
through Night Shade Books next February. 
However, that new success doesn’t mean 
she’ll be running the workshop from far, far 
away. She said: “I love helping other writers, 
and it’s been good for me because I get to 
learn. I get to sit in the room and listen to all 
these wonderful authors talk.” ■

The recent nationwide outbreak of salmonella 
and subsequent recall of millions of eggs pro- 
duced at giant factory farms in Iowa for distribu- 
tion around the country graphically reinforces 
the wisdom of buying locally produced eggs. 
The Texas Department of State Health Services 
announced last week that no eggs from Texas 
farms were included in the recall. For health, 
safety, and freshness, buy local eggs at our 
farmers’ markets, at stores that buy from local 
producers (Ask questions!), and at restaurants 
that buy local eggs or raise their own, such as 
Eastside Cafe (2113 Manor Rd., 476-5858, 
www.eastsidecafeaustin.com)... Last week, the city of 
Austin Right of Way department renewed the 
mobile vending permit that allows the Best 
Wurst (www.thebestwurst.com) to continue operat- 
ing on East Sixth Street (see “Food-o-File,” July 
16). Rather than continue a protracted and cost- 
ly legal battle with the owners of parkside 
(301 E. Sixth, 474-9898, www.parkside-austin.com) 
over the contested space in front of their restau- 
rant, Best Wurst owner Jon Notarthomas 
reached a compromise with the city and will 
now operate from a parking space in front of 
309 E. Sixth, a few yards down the street. The 
city plans to eventually build out a pedestrian 
space midblock that will include a bike rack and 
a concrete space for the Best Wurst cart. While 
Notarthomas feels validated by the permit 
renewal and grateful for the outpouring of com- 
munity support he received over the summer, 
defending his permit renewal against charges 
levied by the owners of parkside left him with a 
pile of legal bills. Some of Notarthomas’ sup- 
porters have established a Chipln account 
where fans can contribute toward the legal bills:

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Bringing the Heat 

A few stories from The Austin Chronicle’ Hot Sauce Festival 



Twyla Wick loves to cook. “In fact, I think 
my husband thinks I cook too much,” she 
confesses. A psychology student at the 
University of Texas, Wick works during the 
day for State Farm Insurance to put herself 
through school. But what she really dreams 
about is opening a restaurant or commercial 
food business. If the results of last year’s Hot 
Sauce Contest are any indication, she just may 
have some success. She took first place in the 
individual red sauce category in her first time 
entering the contest. 

Other contestants are not so lucky. “I am 
always the bridesmaid but never the bride,” 
jokes Brent Kirby, who’s been entering the Hot 
Sauce Contest since 1997. “In 1999 I received 
an honorable mention for my red sauce, then 
I took second place for red in 2001 and 2002.” 
He’s never won first place but perseveres none- 
theless. Why? “I love fresh salsas. I love their 
versatility, and they are healthy. You can substi- 
tute watermelon or other fruits for tomatoes to 
make terrific dips and marinades.” For Kirby, 
cooking is a creative outlet that his job run- 
ning a video court-reporting business doesn’t 
allow. And the validation of knowing people 
love his food is a big part of the appeal. 

Barry Hoelscher feels the same way. An 
accountant by trade, for years he’s been mak- 
ing hot sauce for people at work or giving jars 
to friends and family as gifts. His friends and 
acquaintances love it so much they’ve encour- 
aged him to bottle and sell it. He’s been entering 
the contest for 12 years. His green sauce of 
roasted tomatillos and green tomatoes won sec- 
ond place in 2002 and third in 2007, while his 
red sauce won an honorable mention in 1999. 
“I’d like to win [first place] for the recognition, 
and it would make me really proud,” he says. 

But it’s not really about winning. What 
Hoelscher, Kirby, and Wick all have in com- 


mon is a passion for cooking and a yen to one 
day pour that passion into a full-time career as 
a commercial bottler, caterer, or restaurateur. 
They’re not the only ones. In fact, the devo- 
tion to cooking and the aspiration to build a 
business in the food industry pervades the 
mentality of many of the 200-plus contestants 
who enter each year. 

Michael Rypka should know all about that. 
He’s a longtime contestant who followed his 
dreams after back-to-back wins in 2004 and 

2005 in the individual green sauce category. In 

2006 he started Torchy’s Tacos, a taqueria that 
has been a consistent Austin favorite for its deli- 
cious salsas and queso, among other things. He 
first entered the Hot Sauce Contest when he 
moved to Austin from Houston in 2002, and 
though he didn’t win that year, he was hooked 
on the idea of a festival devoted to fiery foods in 
the middle of a Texas August. Though Torchy’s 
has since placed in the restaurant red sauce cat- 
egory, Rypka still enters in the individual catego- 
ries. An avid experimenter, he sees the Hot 
Sauce Festival as a sort of proving ground for 
new sauces that he may use in the restaurant. 

“Winning certainly has given me some con- 
fidence to start talking to people” about enter- 
ing the food industry, says Wick. Though she 
entered the contest on a whim last year, she 
says this year she has the fever not just to win, 
but also to turn her love of cooking into a 
career. So does Hoelscher, who’s even started 
thinking about business cards for the com- 
mercial salsa company he wants to create. And 
Kirby also admits, “starting a bottled salsa 
company is always in the back of my head.” 

But even if they don’t win, and even if their 
love affair with cooking never materializes as a 
career, contestants like Kirby, Hoelscher, Wick, 
and even Rypka enter year after year because 
of the never-ending possibilities. - Rachel Feit 


The Tex-Mex Grill and Backyard Barbacoa Cookbook* 


by Robb Walsh 

Clarkson Potter, 256 pp., $18.99 (paper) 

Austin Chronicle Hot Sauce Festival origi- 
nator Robb Walsh released his 10th title 
this summer, just in time for grilling season. 
Many of his previous books are related to 
the foods of Texas in one fashion or another, 
cementing Walsh’s reputation as an expert 
on foods Texana. This latest 
work combines the author’s 
Tex-Mex and barbecue obses- 
sions. Like many of his previ- 
ous titles, Tex-Mex Grill is 
part well-researched histori- 
cal reference, part cultural 
anthropology, and part solid 
cookbook. Walsh’s easy, flow- 
ing narrative invites you in, 
while the history educates 
and the food satiates. By the 
time you cook your way 
through this book, you’ll be ready to run 
your own taco truck like a true taquero. 

Vintage photographs blend effortlessly 
with modem images to reinforce the prose. 
Walsh’s sidebars are a fascinating treasure 
trove of information, mnning the gamut 
from “5 Cool Mariachi Requests” and “The 
Invention of the Margarita” to “Bean Burgers 
From Sil’s Snack Shack in San Antonio” 


and “La Caja China: The Cuban Pig 
Roaster. ” Every recipe begins with an infor- 
mative and personal preface that sets the 
stage for the dish, and the 85-plus recipes 
are simple enough to follow so that even 
the most kitchen-challenged can excel. 

To test a meal based on the book, we 
settled on Atomic Deer Turds, jalapenos 
stuffed with cheese wrapped 
in venison sausage, from the 
tailgaters section. They were 
perfect with an ice-cold beer. 
We made some excellent 
tacos using Walsh’s non- 
trompo version of puerco al 
pastor and shredded lamb 
prepared according to the 
barbacoa al borrego recipe. All 
came out as promised with 
flavors that would make any 
abuela proud. Extra kudos to 
Walsh for recommending Monterrey’s Casta 
beer and the genuine pit-cooked barbacoa at 
Vera’s Backyard Bar-B-Que in Brownsville. 
For Walsh fans, this book simply reinforces 
what you already know: The guy knows 
Texas food and makes you enjoy the hell out 
of reading about it and cooking from the 
book. Not a fan yet? Then Walsh’s new book 
is a great place to start. - Mick Vann 




Commercial Bottlers: 

Building Festival Success into Business Success 


Throughout the years there have been many 
noteworthy contestants in the commercial 
bottled hot sauce category. Some, like Carolyn 
Bigham of Pepper Creek Farm, began commer- 
cially bottling their sauces after winning an 
award at the Chronicle Hot Sauce Festival. 
“Our raspberry chipotle won, oh, I think it 
was in 2002, and we began bottling that year,” 
recalls Bigham. “When we won, we knew that 


we really had something - something worth 
bottling! This year we are entering a new salsa, 
Island Flame, that we make with orange, 
mango, and habanero.” 

Others began bottling their sauces first, 
entering the contest later, like Eddie Sanderson 
of Texas-Texas. “We had been in business all of 
two months when we won the Chronicle con-

test the first time,” laughs Sanderson. “We 
used that win! It sure meant a lot to our 
business; it really helped us get off the 
ground.” Texas-Texas was the first company 
to be inducted into the Hall of Flame for 
winning three years in a row. This year 
they’re entering their Habanero Heaven in 
the red category and two new sauces, Fresh 
Roma Roasted and Fire Roasted Serrano, in 
the special variety category. 

Others, like Austin Slow Bum’s Jill and 
Kevin Lewis, began bottling their sauces after 
failing to win. “Nothing could have spurred 
me on harder!” laughs Jill. “I had to show 
those judges how wrong they were!” Austin 
Slow Bum has gone on to become one of the 
most successful hot sauce businesses around, 
scoring an enormous commercial win with its 


Green Chile con Queso, introduced at the 
festival in 2006. This year Austin Slow Bum is 
introducing two new products, both sold from 
the refrigerator case, like its queso: Creamy 
Jalapeno and Green Chile Salsa Fresca. The 
Creamy Jalapeno is a ranch-based sauce made 
with fresh jalapenos, Hatch green chiles, and 
tomatillos. The Green Chile Salsa Fresca is a 
chunky salsa made with tomatoes, tomatillos, 
green chiles, lime, and cilantro. “These new 
products will be available for sale at Farm to 
Market Grocery, Whip In, and Royal Blue 
Grocery,” says Lewis. “Folks keep telling me 
the Creamy Jalapeno is the best thing we’ve 
ever made, so here’s hoping we have another 
winner on our hands.” 

Sgt. Pepper’s is another successful local bot- 
tler that, despite continually entering, didn’t 


actually win first place for several years. “I 
might not have won, but I always sold out of 
my sauce!” recalls J.E Hayes, the creator of 
the Sgt. Pepper’s line of hot sauces. “It wasn’t 
until I entered my mango, ginger, and mint 
salsa fresca that I walked away with first 
place. That recipe became the basis for 
Tropical Tears, my flagship hot sauce. This 
year I’m entering my entire line of El Chipotle 
salsas, as well as my Smoked Tomato and 
Roasted Tomatillo.” 

Brian Rush, proprietor of the landmark 
Tears of Joy Hot Sauce Shop on Sixth Street, 
began entering his own sauces in the competi- 
tion years before he became a hot sauce shop- 
keeper. Last year his sauces placed in all four 
of the people’s choice bottled categories, win- 
ning first place for both his 6th Street Green 


and Tequila Lime sauces and second place 
honors for his 6th Street Red and August in 
Austin sauces. 

Kala’s Kuisine in turn dominated the judg- 
es’ commercially bottled category, taking home 
first place for both her Curry Chipotle Sauce 
and her Mirchi Masala Salsa, as well as third 
place for her mango chutney. “I am from a dif- 
ferent country: Nepal!” Kala Uprety explains. 
“I didn’t think I stood a chance ! Making such 
a big win was a wonderful surprise.” 

Big Daddy’s Hot Sauces will also be enter- 
ing again this year, after meriting numerous 
first-place awards at the Houston Hot Sauce 
Festival last year. Big Daddy’s Amplified Heat 
Mean Smokin’ Green sauce and Ass Bum Red 
sauce promise to be formidable contenders at 
this year’s contest as well. - Kate Thornberry

Welcome to the 20th annual Austin Chronicle Hot Sauce 
Festival - Austin’s official end-of-summer celebration of fiery 
hot sauces paired with ice-cold beer, smokin’ local music, and 
even hotter weather. Our annual party is not Austin’s oldest 
continual food event, a distinction belonging to the St. Elias 
Mediterranean Festival, which turns 78 years young on Oct. 1. 
Neither can we claim to be the weirdest food party in the River 
City, because that title surely belongs to Spamarama, an April 
Fools’ joke started more than 30 years ago and embraced by 
the Austin tatious faithful until its sad demise in 2007. What 
we can say is that in its 20-year life span, The Austin Chronicle 
Hot Sauce Festival has had a considerable affect on the culi- 
nary culture of Austin and the state of Texas. It has shaped 
careers, created business opportunities, promoted restaurants, 
inspired food art, and enhanced Austin’s reputation as a city 
with an active food scene, all the while generating thousands 
of pounds of food for the Capital Area Food Bank of Texas. 



Twenty years ago, American regional cuisines were not a hot 
topic of nationwide conversation, Austin wasn’t even a blip on 
the national culinary radar, and hot sauce had yet to replace 
ketchup as America’s condiment of choice. But it was an 
emblematic component of any authentic Tex-Mex meal. Cities 
across Texas were (and still are) justifiably proud of their 
hometown restaurants’ representations of an authentic 
American regional cuisine. No two cities were prouder or 
more renowned for their Mexican restaurants than Austin and 
San Antonio. In 1991, Austin Chronicle Food Editor Robb 
Walsh challenged San Antonio to a hot sauce cook-off compe- 
tition in a festival setting at the Travis County Farmers’ Market. 
Austin was ultimately declared the winner, and that event grew 
into the party thousands will enjoy this Sunday. 

Robb Walsh’s fascination with chile peppers and Tex-Mex 
food grew exponentially. This led him to a stint as editor of 
Chile Pepper magazine, provided source material for several 
books on different aspects of Tex-Mex cuisine, and established 
him as a regional foods authority. Although now based in 
Houston, Walsh invites a group of celebrity chefs to help him 
judge the contest in Austin every August. Festival organizer 
Elizabeth Derczo helped create the original festival as an 
employee of the Chronicle's marketing department. Her yearly 
success at putting on the festival would eventually become 
one of the building blocks of her own event production com- 
pany, Austintatious Events. In addition to putting on a suc- 
cessful hot sauce festival every year, Derczo is also the official 
institutional memory of the event, and we have her to thank 
for the historical timeline featured in this supplement. 

As noted in this week’s “Bringing the Heat,” Food, p.36, 
several local people have parlayed their participation in the 
annual festival into careers as bottlers of their own brands of 



hot sauce. Austin now actively supports a thriving cottage 
industry of artisan condiment producers, and some of those 
companies use the festival as a proving ground for new addi- 
tions to their product lines. Winning or placing in the hot 
sauce contest is a point of pride for area restaurants, as well. 
The homegrown Trudy’s chain, famous for homestyle Southern 
cooking and Tex-Mex specialties, had a mortal lock on the 
restaurant category for years until it retired to the Hall of 
Flame (see p.12 for that list). Small independent restaurants 
such as Curra’s Grill, Iguana Grill, El Caribe, Sazon, and the 
sorely missed Evita’s Botanitas used contest appearances to 
broaden their customer base and wins to enhance their mar- 
keting plans. The yearly festival T-shirts have become collec- 
tors’ items, valued as much for their whimsical food art as for 
mementos of a great party. The exquisite Renaissance Glass- 
designed plaques awarded to the winners are prized for both 
their beauty and status. The Austin Chronicle Hot Sauce 
Festival was one of the first local food events to attract pro- 
duction crews from the Food Network and the Travel 
Channel to the Texas capital. Austin being featured in seg- 
ments on both those networks helped focus a spotlight on 
our evolving culinary scene; these days, we’re unlikely to go 
a month without some Central Texas chef, restaurant, barbe- 
cue joint, artisan food producer, or food trailer showing up 
in the national media. 

As you can tell, we’re extremely proud of this annual party, 
and we couldn’t be happier that you’re here to participate in 
our ongoing cultural phenomenon. We encourage you to 
enjoy the music, eat plenty of hot sauce, and hydrate, hydrate, 
hydrate to survive in the sun! ■

It also 
gives us a chance to consider hot sauces made 
fresh daily in restaurants apart from those made 
for grocery store shelves. The categories of hot 
sauce for each level are designed to leave enough 
room for a wide variety of styles. In the past, 
special variety sauces have included fruit salsas, 
dried-pepper salsas, and even a purple sauce.

Nick Rotas: Rotas (right) has 
been the regional manager for 
Austin’s homegrown Z’Tejas chain 
for the past four years. Prior to 
that, he served as general manag- 
er for nearly 10 years at Copper Tank Brewing Company and 
at Dave and Buster’s in Austin and Dallas. He’s an upbeat, 
funny guy who loves spicy foods and will enthusiastically do 
his part to eat the heat as a first-time festival judge. 


Robb Walsh, Founder and Head Judge: Walsh served as a 
Food critic for The Austin Chronicle from 1991 to 1994 and 
the Houston Press from 2000 to 2010. During the interim, he 
was also editor of Chile Pepper magazine. He’s published half 
a dozen Texas cookbooks and has been nominated for more 
than a dozen James Beard Journalism Awards. Walsh is cur- 
rently working with other veterans of the Southern Foodways 
Alliance to create a sister organization called Foodways Texas 
to preserve, promote, and celebrate Texas food culture. 


Paula Disbrowe: Food writer and city girl Disbrowe covered 
all kinds of stories for major food magazines and newspapers 
until an assignment at a Texas dude ranch brought with it a 
career change to cowgirl chef.

The Serranos 
location at Symphony Square has graciously hosted the judg- 
ing for the Hot Sauce Festival every year the test has been 
held in nearby Waterloo Park. We welcome him to the judges’ 
table for the second year. 

Alan Lazarus: Executive chef and co-owner of the highly 
acclaimed Vespaio and South Congress hot spot Enoteca 
Vespaio next door, Lazarus has long been recognized as one 
of Austin’s top toques. After more than 35 years of cooking 
in Austin, one of Lazarus’ newest interests is organic garden- 
ing, raising herbs, tomatoes, and vegetables to be featured 
in his popular eateries. 

Rebecca Rather: This native Texan is the pastry chef and 
co-owner of the nationally known Rather Sweet Bakery & Cafe 
in the Hill Country town of Fredericksburg. She’s the author of 
three award-winning cookbooks - The Pastry Queen, Pastry 
Queen Christmas, and Pastry Queen Parties: Entertaining 
Friends and Family ; Texas Style - and has recently been busy 
filming cooking segments for a PBS documentary on the 
Texas olive oil industry which should air in the late fall. 



After last year’s successful debut, the Le Cordon Bleu College of Culinary Arts cooking demo tent returns to this year’s 
Hot Sauce Fest. Three new chefs will talk about a variety of chiles and their uses. They’ll share secrets for hot sauce 
making and cooking techniques, demonstrating recipes in all contest categories: red, green, and specialty. Attendees will 
be able to sample the hot sauces, prepared in advance at the school’s kitchen, as they learn the recipes from the pros. 
Step in between noon and 3pm for some shelter from the sun (but not from the heat!) and add new recipes to your hot 
sauce repertoire. 

Austin Chronicle contributing writer Claudia Alarcon will be running the cooking demo tent again this year. The schedule 
is as follows: 


Noon-lpm: Chef Charles Mayes has 
been delighting Austin with his tropical 
cuisine at the ever-popular Cafe Josie 
since 1997. Using ingredients from 
what he calls the “Equatorial Pantry,” 
Mayes creates excellent dishes with 
exotic flavors that transport diners to a 
seaside paradise somewhere in the 
Caribbean.

Her sauce 
creations, both table salsas and those 
used in cooking, are made from 
scratch daily at the restaurant, includ- 
ing her mother’s mole recipe, which is 
one of the best in the city. She travels 
often to various regions of Mexico to 
research recipes and bring back new 
ideas, including a fiery habanero 
sauce she picked up on a recent trip 
to the Riviera Maya and implemented 
at the restaurant. At the festival, 
Godinez will be preparing her popular 
roasted-tomato table salsa.

Since its inception in 1991, thousands of people have 
attended the annual Austin Chronicle Hot Sauce Festivals. 
They’ve all parked someplace, submitted contest entries, tasted 
and voted on hundreds of hot sauces, munched on chips, 
enjoyed cold beverages, boogied to the bands on stage, shel- 
tered under tents, lined up for potties, purchased festival 
T-shirts, and generally had a grand time participating in what’s 
become an Austin institution in the blistering August heat. 

It’s unlikely that many attendees ever spare much thought to 
how each festival comes together, how the gears turn to make 
it all happen. It’s human nature that when things function as 
they’re supposed to, we don’t notice underlying structure. We 
simply roll with a pleasant experience and go home satisfied. 

Nonetheless, it’s a fact that large public events are the sum 
of a zillion interlocking details, the result of planning, organiza- 
tion, and expertise. In the case of the Hot Sauce Festival, 
Elizabeth Derczo of Austintatious Events is the engine that 
makes it all go. And - calmly, purposefully, cheerfully - she’s 
been doing it every single year since 1991. 

“As far as the public goes,” Derczo says, “the ideal situation 
is that things run so smoothly that they have no idea what all 
happened to make it work.” Although she’s the woman in 
charge, she’s quick to point out that the festival is a total col- 
laborative effort. “The Chronicle’s promotions, production, 
editorial, and advertising departments are all critical to the 
event’s success. Robb Walsh [original conceiver of the festival 
idea] oversees the contest judging process. There are 200 to 
250 volunteers, with another 100 Food Bank volunteers man- 
aging the donations and running the raffle.” 

Experience counts. “I enjoy working with the city depart- 
ments. They know I’m going to do everything I can to make the 


event go well,” Derczo continues. “They know I follow the 
rules; they can trust me to do everything right.” She’s proud of 
the fact that in 20 years, there’s been only one minor security 
incident and zero illness complaints. 

In addition to staging the Hot Sauce Festival, Derczo works 
the rest of the year organizing for South by Southwest. A native 
of DeSoto, Texas, she always wanted to be an event promoter 
and never wavered from her goal. “The first concert I attended 
was Rod Stewart and Faces at Moody Auditorium in Dallas 
when I was 14,” she remembers. After studying radio-televi- 
sion-film and business communications at UT, she interned at 
Roadstar Productions and started her first company right out 
of college. In the course of her career, she’s promoted concerts 
for Neil Young, Tracy Chapman, Indigo Girls, Todd Rundgren, 
Bob Dylan, Joan Baez, Jerry Jeff Walker, and the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds. “I’ve been incredibly lucky,” she says. “I met the 
right people at the right time, and things just fell into place.” 

After 20 years of doing the Hot Sauce Festival, what’s the 
hardest part about putting it all together? “Probably the lay- 
out, although I think I have a pretty good setup at Waterloo, 
and it doesn’t change much,” Derczo says. “But every year, I 
walk the site with a measuring wheel. I love Waterloo because 
it’s got lots of trees and shade. This year, after the rains, there’s 
even grass!” 

If you’re thinking about a career in event production, Derczo 
has some simple advice: “Start volunteering. There are several 
companies in town, and all kinds of events need enthusiastic 
volunteers. Get some exposure and experience; meet as many 
people in the business as you can. Networking is always the 
answer.” In Derczo’s case, hard work, focus, and determination 
might have something to do with it, too.

1994: We can afford etched 
glass trophies. (Thank you, 
Renaissance Glass Co., for 17 
years of beautiful trophies.) We 
officially proclaim ourselves the 
largest hot sauce contest in the 
world! Three hundred and fifty 
sauces entered. 

1995: Protests are threatened 
over hot sauce art, which is a 
depiction of the Virgin of 
Guadalupe. Our largest crowd 
ever at the Travis County 
Farmers’ Market! Unfortunately, 
we need to find a new home. 



1996: We found a new venue, but for one year only - Central 
Park (in front of Central Market on North Lamar). The rem- 
nants of Hurricane Dolly come through Austin bringing drought- 
ending rains. People are so happy they won’t leave! After an 
hour of a nonstop downpour, some people decide to leave, 
but as soon as the rain stops, people pour back into the park! 
Luke Zimmermann (Ruby’s BBQ) and Louis Black ( Chronicle 
editor), along with other staff, stand in the pouring rain and 
keep selling beer and food tickets to soggy patrons. The rain 
couldn’t dampen anyone’s fiery-hot passion to be there.

Of the nomi- 
nated roster, I think Modern Family makes 
a strong freshman presence with it’s solid 
ensemble cast and off-the-beaten-path situ- 
ations, as in the gay couple raising their 
adopted Asian daughter and Sofia Vergara as 
the family patriarch’s siren of a wife whose 
stepson-in-law has a lot of trouble not notic- 
ing. And her son, Manny (Rico Rodriguez), 
still cracks me up with his little-man antics. 
The Office is often brilliant, while 30 Rock is 
up and down, coasting on the can’t-help- 
but-be-wonderful Alec Baldwin and the 
sometimes scary-funny Tracy Morgan. I’m 
not sure the Emmy folks are hip enough to 
vote for Glee, which everyone loves these 
days. I love, love, love Jane Lynch’s sadistic 
cheerleader coach, Sue Sylvester, and the 
Madonna episode featuring her was to die 
for, but overall, the series just doesn’t do it 
for me. As for Nurse Jackie - this is an odd 
place for this series, isn’t it? It’s like I wrote 


last week: There is no place in the Emmy 
roster for dramedies. It would be nice if the 
Emmy folks would broaden their genre cat- 
egories to reflect this. 

If I were a voting member of the Academy 
of Television Arts & Sciences, I would vote for 
Modern Family, but I expect The Office to win. 

The nominees for Outstanding Drama Series 
are True Blood (HBO), Dexter (Showtime), 
Mad Men (AMC), The Good Wife (CBS), 
Breaking Bad (AMC), and Lost (ABC). 

As popular as True Blood is, I really think 
it’s an acquired taste - one for which I have 
never developed a hankering. Dexter is strong, 
as is Breaking Bad (as many local fans of the 
series berate me for ignoring). It’s no secret 
I’m a huge Mad Men fan, and I think last sea- 
son was stellar, but I suspect the Emmy will 


many wonderful things about this 
series, but when compared to 
Mad Men, it’s just another law 
firm drama. I’m convinced the 
only reason Lost is on this list 
is to annoy me. I would have 
rather seen the underappreci- 
ated Fringe (Fox) get a nod here, 


This sci-fi/mystery/thriller series that 
deals with alternate realities is much more 
interesting and better assembled than media 
darling Lost. And no love for Friday Night 
Fights (NBC)? For shame! 

My vote for best drama would go to Mad 
Men. If you hear a pained howl echo over 
the city on Sunday, you will know Lost won. 
Otherwise, I’m guessing the traditionally 
safe Emmy voting crowd will go with The 
Good Wife. 

The 62nd Primetime Emmy Awards will 
air live on Sunday, Aug. 29, at 7pm on NBC. 
Jimmy Fallon will host. And speaking of 
Twitter, NBC will use the social network site 
to collect introductions of the various actors 
and presenters. Fallon will use the best, 
announcing the user name prior to the tweet. 
Not sure how long the window is open, but 
they started collecting tweets on Wednesday

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THE CALL OF THE WILD 

David Michod on the unlikely roots of his 
Aussie crime drama, ‘Animal Kingdom’

If the new Australian crime drama Animal Kingdom doesn’t set your heart racing, your 
palms sweating, and your mind reeling from all its inventively manufactured suspense, 
well, there’s no hope for you. At all. Go directly to genre film gaol, and return all those 
Brian Trenchard-Smith and George Miller DVDs gathering dust and coffee rings beside your 
plasma screen. 

If, on the other hand, you’re still recovering from the deliciously seedy emotional battering 
of Nash Edgerton’s The Square, and you’re hungry for more Aussie criminality, then this wild, 
wild Kingdom is right up your dark alley. 

Like British director Ben Wheatley’s remarkable genre masterpiece Down Terrace, Michod’s 
Animal Kingdom focuses its steely, unblinking gaze on a familial bunch of small-time crooks 
with overblown egos and blown-out dreams. Think The Godfather in reverse. Think chaos. 

Think desperate. Think doomed. Now you’ve got it. 

It’s no surprise, either, to find that Michod is part of a loosely knit semicollective that 
includes fellow Aussies Nash and Joel Edgerton, Spencer Susser ( Hesher ), actor Luke Doolan, 
and other like-minded filmmakers Down Linder. What’s surprising is the sheer cinematic force- 
fulness of what appears to be a new generation of Australian genre filmmakers, crashing into 
theatres with all the elegantly poetic violence of storm-backed breakers crashing against the 
rocky Aussie shoreline. Think blood in the water, blood on the streets, and broken souls, 
bloodied but unbowed. This is genre filmmaking at its most epic. 

The Austin Chronicle spoke to Michod about Animal Kingdom, the state of Australian inde- 
pendent cinema, and why Apocalypse Now is the most influential movie ever made - at least, 
to David Michod. 

Austin Chronicle: You've frequently worked 
with Joel and Nash Edgerton over the years. 

Would it be fair to call your filmmaking with 
them something of a collective? 

David Michod: I actually met Nash because I 
used to edit a magazine in Australia called 
Inside Film, which had its office in the same 
building as Nash and Joel’s. Nash, Joel, Kieran 
Darcy-Smith, and a stunt man, Tony Lynch, had 
formed a loose little collective, mainly as a 
way for them to make show reels for one 
another. They had all been to either drama 
school or were trying to get work as stunt 
men. At some point along the way, I left the 
magazine and formed a friendship with Nash 
and another guy named Luke Doolan, who had 
joined the fold as an editor. Somewhere in the 
course of Nash working as Ewan McGregor’s 
stunt double on Star Wars, we met Spencer 
Susser, who was shooting behind-the-scenes 
footage, and somehow we all just sort of 
came together. It was basically just a bunch of 
friends. We never had any grand plan to work 
together, we just had similar aspirations and 
got involved in each other’s stuff. It just sort of 
evolved. It’s still just a very loose collection of 
people who really want to make films and love 
having close friends to make them with. 

AC: Between Animal Kingdom, The Square, 
and past genre outings like Wolf Creek, it 
feels like Australian independent cinema is 
going through something of a renaissance. 

Would you agree with that? 

DM: The Australian industry is not big, and 
so we only make about 30 to 50 films a year. 

And in any given year, the natural attrition for 
films all over the world means that there will 
ever only be one or two that pop. That’s the 
percentages. I think what you’re seeing now, 
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to make big films, too. The climate is very dif- 
ferent now, the cinema is dominated by tent 
poles, and it’s becoming ever-increasingly diffi- 
cult to make smaller films work. There’s a rec- 
ognition that you need to have films that are 
salable ideas. I think that’s one reason that 
genre has come to the fore again. I mean, you 
can say up front that Animal Kingdom is quite 
clearly a crime film, and people will know what 
you mean. It was always my aspiration to 
make a crime film that worked the way crime 
films should and yet felt very different and 
richer and, hopefully, more substantial. 

AC: There's a fair amount of what I'd call 
" Aussie noir" in Animal Kingdom. Were you a 
fan of or influenced by the classic film noirs 
while growing up? 

DM: I’ve seen a lot of film noir, and there’s 
certainly many that I really love, but when it 
comes to what has influenced my filmmak- 
ing, I actually think, as weird as this may 
sound, that one of the greatest influences 
on this film was Apocalypse Now, which I 
saw when I was very young. It was a film 
that had a kind of grand if not grandiose 
narrative aspiration, was filled with detail, 
and yet had these amazing moments in 
which you step outside the film for a 
moment of quite dark and beautiful poetry, 
you know? That mesh of image and sound 
and music that just comes together so lyri- 
cally. Apocalypse Now was the film that 
made me want to make films. And, again, as 
weird as this sounds, if there was any one 


influence on Animal Kingdom on a stylistic 
level, I think that was it. 

AC: It's a very intimate depiction of a criminal 
enterprise , and I know that the your original 
script differed significantly from what ended 
up on the screen , right? 

DM: Absolutely. I wrote the original draft fresh 
out of film school, and it was basically just 
more naive. I had been reading about this one 
particular event in Melbourne’s criminal his- 
tory, which was the culmination of this ongo- 
ing animosity between this quite hardened 
and dangerous gang of armed robbers and 
an equally hardened and dangerous corps of 
the armed robbery squad in the Melbourne 
police. I had a sense that I wanted to write a 
script about a big Melbourne crime story, but I 
really had no idea how to do it. I hadn’t really 
learned much in film school about how to write 
a feature-length screenplay. So I just started 
writing. I had a clear sense that the script 
was unformed and it needed work, so I just 
kept working on it and chipping away at it. And, 
luckily, I received enough affirmations along 
the way to make me want to keep working on 
it. So in essence, the screenplay developed 
and matured as / developed and matured. 

And, frankly, there’s really nothing left in Animal 
Kingdom that was in that original draft. Not 
a single scene, not a single line of dialogue. 
What’s on the screen feels like a new screen- 
play written by a new person, effectively. ■

though, is a younger generation of filmmak- 
ers starting to make their first films, all with 
a seemingly greater willingness to embrace 
genre filmmaking in one form or another and 
use it in all different ways. Some of us like to 
go back to its most basic roots while others 
like to elevate it somehow or subvert it or 
make it more than it at first might seem. It’s 
effectively just a younger generation of film- 
makers wanting to make films like the ones 
they grew up loving themselves. 

AC: It almost feels as if you guys are the next 
chapter in the Aussie indie documentary Not 
Quite Hollywood. 

DM: That may be true. The thing that was so 
unique about that period in the Eighties was 
how kind of loose and renegade those films 
were, in part because of the way they were 
financed - very open to abuse, really. So the 
films themselves got very crazy, which is what 
made them so fun. What you’re seeing differ- 
ently now is filmmakers who want to make 
similar types of films but with proper infra- 
structure in place, and who have aspirations

Decoder 

Lawrence Wright reflects on 
a decade spent exploring and 
explaining the Middle East in 
‘My Trip to Al-Qaeda’

I met Lawrence Wright in 200 1 , before 9/11. 
The day he called, I was the only lucky sucker 
in the intern cubicle at Texas Monthly, where I 
was whiling away my time sorting mail and try- 
ing not to get into any trouble, having recently 
witnessed another intern spill cherry soda on 
his keyboard. Wright, a staff writer for The New 
Yorker, needed someone to transcribe some 
interviews, and $10 an hour sounded pretty 
good next to the big zero I was pulling in. 

At the time, Wright was working on a story 
about the Mormon church’s involvement in 
the upcoming Olympics, to be held in Utah 
the following winter. His interviews impressed 
me, not only in how he was able to coax lively 
and intimate details from his sources - a talent 
anyone might discern upon first meeting him, 
really - but in the depth of his curiosity. He 
didn’t just interview traditional, white, conser- 
vative Mormons. He spoke to gay Mormons, 
Southern Mormons, black Mormons, famous 
Mormons, ex-Mormons, historian Mormons, 
and regular old Mormon Mormons. The 
resulting story was sweeping in scope: an 
examination of what the Olympics - and the 
global spotlight it would shine on the modem 
Mormon church, warts and all - might mean 
not only to the millions around the world 
who had never even met a Mormon but to 
the Mormon community itself. “Mormonism, 
which entered the twentieth century as the 
most persecuted creed in America,” wrote 
Wright, “begins the twenty-first century as 
perhaps the country’s most robust religion.” 

Of course, by the time the story - “Lives of the 
Saints” - was published, in January 2002, most 
of the world had a lot more on its mind than the 


Olympics, as did Wright. In fact, “Saints” was 
preceded a week earlier by another story Wright 
had written for The New Yorker in the meantime: 
“The Counter-Terrorist,” about John O’Neill, at 
one time the FBI’s “most committed tracker of 
Osama bin Laden,” who had died in the 9/11 
attacks. Elements of “The Counter-Terrorist” 
would eventually play a role in Wright’s book The 
Looming Tower: Al-Qaeda and the Road to 9/1 1 . In 
fact, director Alex Gibney, whose documentary 
about Wright, My Trip to Al-Qaeda, premieres on 
HBO Sept. 7, says that O’Neill’s story is the part 
of Wright’s book that has most “stuck” with him 
over the years. To me, though, looking back at 
that time, “Saints” more aptly foretells how 
Wright would spend the next decade of his life 
- traversing the globe, interviewing more than 
600 people (among them mujahedeen, intel- 
ligence officials, Islamic scholars, and relatives 
of Osama bin Laden), basically trying to get 
to the heart of a misunderstood religion and 
the single event that threw a particularly harsh 
spotlight on the communities both within and 
without that religion’s reach. 

Wright’s research would eventually attract 
FBI attention, and he’d become one of the 
untold number of Americans with a phone 
line wiretapped by the U.S. government - an 
unsettling fact he learned when an FBI agent 
showed up at his Tarrytown home asking sus- 
picious questions about Wright’s phone calls. 
He would also end up relearning Arabic, a 
language he’d first encountered three decades 
earlier as a teacher at the American University 
in Cairo. He would even spend three months 
mentoring young journalists at a newspaper 
in Saudi Arabia, one of a dozen countries to 


which he’d eventually travel seeking answers. 
Ultimately, Wright’s work - after The Looming 
Tower was published in 2006 - would earn 
him a Pulitzer Prize. Still, perhaps the most 
surprising event in Wright’s post-9/1 1 career 
would be his one-man play. 

By the time he finished the book, Wright 
was “sick of writing about terrorists.” In 
fact, he said at the time that he wanted to 
write a musical comedy. The idea didn’t 
quite pan out. More accurately speaking, 
it morphed into something ostensibly even 
more unlikely: a one-man performance star- 
ring Wright as himself (which he says is very 
much “like when you’re having your picture 
made and you’re trying to look natural”). 
Inspired by Anna Deavere Smith’s play Fires 
in the Mirror - in which she enacts the stories 
of real people involved in the 1991 Crown 
Heights tragedy in Brooklyn - Wright’s play, 
too, would “take journalism and make it into 
a theatrical experience.” 

“I’m not a character in my book,” says 
Wright. “But I had all these experiences, 
and people were always asking me how did 
I feel about them. I hadn’t processed them 
myself.” The play, says Wright, offered a way 
of “exploring” his own reactions as well as 
“explaining to people ... what it would be 
like to talk to Islamic radicals and under- 
stand where they’re coming from and also 
address how we have changed.” In 2006 and 
2007, Wright performed for audiences in Los 
Angeles, New York, and Washington, D.C. 
That show, My Trip to Al-Qaeda, would inspire 
Gibney’s documentary of the same name. Of 
course, in 2001, Wright knew none of this. 


Toward the beginning of My Trip to Al-Qaeda 
- the play and the film - Wright recalls those 
weeks in the aftermath of the attacks, when 
events seemed to unfold eerily like the scenes 
in a movie he’d co-written, The Siege. Starring 
Annette Bening, Denzel Washington, and Bruce 
Willis, the movie imagined what might happen 
if terrorists bombed New York. “In the month 
following 9/11, it was the most rented movie 
in America,” Wright says, “making me the first 
profiteer in the war on terror.” Wright also recalls 
that before the movie’s theatrical release in 1998, 
a radical Islamic group claimed credit for the 
bombing of a South African Planet Hollywood, 
killing two British tourists and maiming a little 
girl. They said they were protesting the trailers 
for the movie and had targeted the restaurant 
because of Willis’ partial ownership of the chain. 
That bombing, he says, is partly responsible for 
his decision to write a book about al Qaeda: 
“I wanted to find out who these people really 
are and why they attacked America,” he says. 
“Perhaps it also has something to do with the 
guilt I feel over that bombing in Cape Town, the 
one that everyone’s forgotten. I’m not respon- 
sible for the terror - I know that. But people 
perished who would be alive if I had not written 
that movie; a little girl would be skipping down 
the sidewalk in Kensington. That bomb in Cape 
Town was really aimed at me, at my imagination, 
and I needed to know why.” 

My Trip to Al-Qaeda, as a documentary, 
is based partly on Wright’s show but also 
expands on it. Gibney, who is perhaps best 
known here in Texas for his documentary 
Enron: The Smartest Guys in the Room, says 
he considers the film to be “the flip side” 
to his Taxi to the Dark Side. That documen- 
tary, which won an Academy Award in 2007, 
examines U.S. treatment of detainees and 
asks “whether or not we had violated our own 
fundamental principles in waging the war on 
terror,” explains Gibney. “A lot of the film took 
place in Iraq, Afghanistan, or Guantanamo, in 
addition to the United States. But in a funda- 
mental way it was about America, how we had 
transgressed our own values. Well, this [My 
Trip to Al-Qaeda], to me, was a companion 
piece to that. It was a way of looking out, more 
at the Middle East, and that was intriguing to 
me - you know, know your enemy. ” 

Gibney’s documentary follows Wright to 
Cairo - where he explains how the Egyptian 
prison system transformed young Islamists, 
such as Ayman al-Zawahiri (the subject of 
Wright’s Sept. 16, 2002, article “The Man 
Behind Bin Laden”), into mujahedeen - and 
to London, where Wright takes a driving lesson 
from Yassir al-Sirri, a man convicted in Egypt 
for an attempt on the prime minister’s life in 
1993, killing a little girl. (Having gained politi- 
cal asylum in the United Kingdom, al-Sirri was 
making a living as a driving instructor when 
the documentary was being filmed.) The film 
also includes coverage of significant events 
that have happened since 2006, the year the 
book was published and the play was written - 
including the murder in 2007 of Jamal Khalifa, 
bin Laden’s brother-in-law, believed by many 
to have been assassinated by the CIA. Khalifa 
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had been a valuable source for Wright, and 
eventually a friend, though such things can 
be tricky for journalists, especially when the 
friend is a suspected terrorist. “I don’t know 
who he was,” says Wright. “I mean, he was 
bin Laden’s best friend, and they had a falling 
out, and then he became a friend of mine, 
and it’s not something that’s easy to explain 
to people.” Wright says that even intelligence 
officials liked Khalifa: “No one was immune. 
He was just a really charming, interesting guy 
and had a very lively spirit about him, and it 
made me see a side of bin Laden that I might 
not have been able to understand otherwise. 
That he would have such a friend told me a 
lot about his character.” 

I asked Wright what it was like to mourn 
someone with whom he’d had such a compli- 
cated relationship. “In some ways this whole 
project was about mourning - mourning all 
the people that died in 9/1 1, mourning things 
that had happened to our country as a result 
of it,” he told me. “In the middle of so much 
grief, Jamal’s loss is not really diminished, 
but there’s nothing sweet in this story with- 
out a bitter side to it 
as well.” At one point 
in his play, Wright won- 
ders what might happen 
if he were granted an 
interview with bin Laden 
himself. Would he duti- 
fully pull out his tape 
recorder - or stab him 
with a bread knife? “As 
a reporter, you turn off 
judgment when you’re 
talking to somebody, 
because your object is to 
get information,” Wright 
tells me. Still, he admits, 

“It was awfully hard to 
keep those feelings at 
bay. My own sense of 
grief and outrage - those 
feelings were so strong that . . . well, I got into 
a lot of really angry confrontations during the 
research of the book, because people were 
mad at America, and I was mad at them.” 
Confrontation, as it turned out, did prove 
useful, says Wright: “We would get down to 
more honest conversations sometimes when I 
would shout back at them.” 

It’s hard to imagine Wright shouting at any- 
one. He has a gentle, professorial demeanor 
well-suited to lulling people into sharing infor- 
mation. But “professorial” is the opposite of 
the image Wright hoped to project onstage; he 
intended, rather, to act as an “emissary” from 
an unfamiliar place - a “vessel” for the stories 
of those, like Khalifa, who’d shared their expe- 
riences with him. But Gibney’s documentary, 
like the play, focuses as much on those expe- 
riences as on Wright’s - and not just what it 
felt like, say, to interview Mohammed Atta’s 
little brother about the hijacker’s aspirations 
of becoming a pilot. Gibney also focuses on 
Wright as a craftsman whose allure has as 
much to do with his approach to the trade as 
his adventurous spirit. 


As Wright’s assistant over the years while 
he worked on the book, I witnessed that 
approach firsthand. I typed onto index cards 
hundreds - eventually thousands - of passag- 
es from the documents Wright was reading, 
which I then catalogued, along with the notes 
from his interviews, according to an ever 
more intricate system of Wright’s invention. 
Meticulously labeled boxes of cards and legal 
pads multiplied over the years, spreading 
throughout his office. (At one point, a friend 
studying at the University of Texas informed 
me that her class had taken a field trip to 
Wright’s house for a tour of his filing system.) 
Those index cards, which so accurately reflect 
the depth of Wright’s research and the machi- 
nations of a mind trying to keep up with it 
(and so often put me in the strange position 
of explaining to friends that I couldn’t go out 
because I was busy typing note cards about 
al Qaeda), appear in both the play and the 
documentary. “I was so impressed with the 
cross-referencing and all the legal pads and 
all that,” Gibney told me. “It’s like, that’s the 
first computer right there.” In one scene in 
the film, Wright stands 
in his office looking at 
the boxes, and he grins. 
“I feel like a 1960s grad- 
uate student,” he says. 

As a documentary 
about a play about 
a book, My Trip to 
Al-Qaeda by neces- 
sity suffers from the 
law of diminishing 
returns. In no way 
can it accommodate 
all the details gleaned 
from those thousands 
of index cards, which 
chronicle time spent in 
11 different countries, 
interviewing 600 peo- 
ple, and 8poring over 
countless documents on the events leading 
to an event that killed nearly 3,000 people. 
But it does add something important to the 
ongoing dialogue of a country still reeling 
from the events that September morning 

- it adds the voice of someone distinctly 
American yet uniquely able to make sense 
out of what to most Americans was an 
utterly senseless act. 

As Gibney puts it, “Here’s this guy from 
Oklahoma and Texas who’s going to go out 
and see what al Qaeda’s really like.” Wright 

- or Larry, as I know him - is just a guy who 
lives in a house with his wife, a garden, a 
piano (because everyone in Austin is in a 
band, even Larry), and a kitchen perpetually 
filled with the smell of fresh olive oil sizzling 
in a pan. He’s like you and me, with perhaps 
a better-smelling house and more worn-out 
passport. “‘My Trip to Al-Qaeda’ - it kind 
of sounds like ‘my summer vacation,”’ says 
Gibney. “Or maybe the kind of summer vaca- 
tion that only Larry Wright would take.” ■

How Heavy This Axe 

In a matter of weeks, the Sword departs for an 
Australian and Japanese tour with Metallica. At 
Waterloo Records’ temporary heavy metal parking lot 
early Monday evening, Austin’s Four Horsemen trampled 
through what was essentially a practice run, delivering 
50 minutes in support of their new fantastic voyage, 
Warp Riders (see “Texas Platters,” p.48). The opening 
shredder’s delight, “Acheron/Unearthing the Orb,” 
served as preamble to the 
sundering of Gods of the 
Earth's “How Heavy This 
Axe,” J.D. Cronise’s bell- 
bottom filler “Tres Brujas,” 
and the Thin Lizzy cold 
sweat “Night City.” The 
occasion never felt like the 
homecoming celebration it 
was - a few rarities or a full 
album preview would have 
helped - but when the real- 
life guitar heroes locked 
into iron-clad metallurgy for 
encore “Freya,” there was 
no doubting the fierceness 
of their collective convic- 
tion. “A lot of Sword fans 
like to put us up as poster boys for some kind of metal 
revival or something, but we’re kind of our own thing,” fur- 
thered Cronise the following afternoon. “[For Warp Riders] 
I shied away from the more aggressive material. I wanted 
to make something that was uniquely us that didn’t 
sound like anything else. It’s a big audio comic book. 
There’s going to be people that aren’t going to get it.”

July 28), obviously still struggling with that reality. “In 
a blink of an eye your life is changed forever. Stevie 
was my best friend. I lived with him and his wife. We 
always had adjoining rooms in hotels and stuff like 
that. We were just very close, and that just changed 
in a blink of an eye.” Austin changed, too. While this 
city is no longer the famed blues bunker of yesteryear

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Who Knows Where 
the Time Goes 

Fifty years of Judy Collins, iPhone included

In a decade now 50 years past, the song stood alone. That’s 
not so different from music’s current reality, where songs 
detach from albums as individual downloads. 

Judy Collins began her career recording albums in 1961 
with A Maid of Constant Sorrow and its follow-up the next year, 
Golden Apples of the Sun. Not until 1968 did she score a hit 
with “Both Sides Now.” In its wake, Collins reigned supreme 
as the voice of choice for the aspiring talents of the East Coast 
folk scene, male and female alike. 

Collins’ shimmering hit also proved a commercial break- 
through for the song’s struggling young 
author, Joni Mitchell. The song blended the 
Canadian’s youthful weariness with Collins’ 
carefree voice to great effect. It was a career- 
making collaboration for both women. 

The flip side of the “Both Sides Now” 
vinyl 45 featured another contemporary folk 
song, this one by English singer-songwriter 
Sandy Denny. “Who Knows Where the Time 
Goes” demonstrated the strength of both singer and songwriter; 
Denny herself was a plaintive vocalist - brandy to Collins’ 
summer wine voice. When Denny later appeared on the scene 
as vocalist for England’s premier folkies Fairport Convention, 
American audiences were primed because of Judy Collins. 

A Good Nose for Songs 

Collins’ crystalline soprano distinguished her immediately, 
as did arranging her own material. Five recent reissues from 
Collector’s Choice illuminate many of these recordings. 

By her Fifth Album in 1965, the Seattle native was the tem- 
plate for female folksingers - a sorority that included Joan Baez 
and Carolyn Hester (see “Double-Barrel Beautiful,” Dec. 19, 
2008) - who broadened the role beyond traditional material. 
Fifth includes three Bob Dylan songs (“Mr. Tambourine Man,” 
“Daddy, You’ve Been on My Mind,” “Tomorrow Is a Long 
Time”), plus Eric Andersen’s “Thirsty Boots” and Phil Ochs’ 
“In the Heat of the Summer.” The Collector’s Choice live bonus 
track, “It Isn’t Nice,” calls out in folk protest tradition the deaths 
of Medgar Evers and the Mississippi civil rights workers. 

Even and gentle, Fifth Album remains definitive. 

“I knew something exciting was happening,” 
reflects Collins on the early 1960s East Coast

Austin Chronicle: Why “ Over the Rainbow”? 
Judy Collins: Peter Yarrow called me up and 
said: “I just sold a million copies of ‘Puff the 
Magic Dragon,’ and I haven’t sold a million 
copies of anything in a long time. I sold so 
many copies they’ve given me an imprint, and

folk scene. “It was extremely authentic, the talent, the people. 
The things we were fighting for were real. None of this news 
24/7 where your attention ricochets from one thing to another. 
People cared about these things, wrote about them, and sang 
about them deeply. 

“Yes, it still means something. I know there are certain 
political things about hip-hop and rap, but I don’t happen to 
like rap, so I don’t listen to it.” 

As stunning as Fifth Album was, In My Life trumped it. 
Its most traditional tunes were from theatrical productions, 
including “Pirate Jenny” from Kurt Weill’s The 
Threepenny Opera, and Collins exercised out- 
rageously creative vision, adapting her seam- 
less “Marat/Sade” medley from the Grand 
Guignol off-Broadway hit. In My Life brought 
the Beatles’ ballad in with now-staple compo- 
sitions from Dylan (“Just Like Tom Thumb’s 
Blues”), Leonard Cohen (“Suzanne”), and 
Jacques Brel (“La Colombe”), while branding 
novelist Richard Farina as a songwriter with the iconic “Hard 
Lovin’ Loser.” Seating Randy Newman (“I Think It’s Going To 
Rain”) next to Donovan (“Sunny Goodge Street”), In My Life 
set Collins’ course to the stars. 

“I have a good nose for songs, and I stick to that,” muses 
the singer. 

She also had a keen ear. By the time 
Collins recorded Whales & Nightingales in 
1970, she was a bona fide star, blooming 
from ’67’s Wildflowers with “Both Sides 
Now” to ’68’s Who Knows Where the Time 
Goes with Ian Tyson’s “Someday Soon.” 

Whales & Nightingales found Collins still 
well-rooted in her favorite songwriters (Dylan’s “Time Passes 
Slowly,” Baez’s “Song for David,” Pete Seeger’s “Oh, Had I 
a Golden Thread,” Brel’s “Marieke”), creating atmospheric 
arrangements (“Farewell to Tarwathie,” “Simple Gifts”) and 
composing (“Nightingale I & II”). 

In 1973, Collins’ own material dominated True Stories & 
Other Dreams. “Che” and “Fisherman Song” reflected her folk 
background; others such as “Secret Gardens” and “Song for 

Martin” were quiet triumphs 
in a career that was shifting.

Paradise, Collins’ 2010 release, plays out a divine reckoning 
of her five-decade oeuvre. Like Barbra Streisand or Linda Eder, 
she remains first and foremost a vocalist of uncommon talent. 
Her expressive voice bestows deserved grace on Jimmy Webb’s 
“Gauguin,” haunts “Ghost Riders in the Sky,” and narrates Tim 
Buckley’s “Once I Was.” 

Her song “Kingdom Come” heralds two exquisite new duets 
with voices entwined in Collins’ past: Tom Paxton’s “Last 
Thing on My Mind” with former lover Stephen Stills (who 
famously wrote “Suite: Judy Blue Eyes” 
for her), and a shattering silver duet on 
“Diamonds and Rust” with Baez. Collins’ 
voice still empties the thesaurus of heav- 
enly words for “bells” and “crystal,” deli- 
cate as dew settled on timeless tales of 
universal dreams. 

As high-falutin’ as that sounds, Collins remains modem. 

“I do have an iPod, and I know how to work it! Then I 
got an iPhone and learned to play things on it, but then 
I drowned it. Dropped it in the toilet in London, and I 
pulled it out and thought I remembered my brother saying 
you could microwave it for a couple minutes. I did, and it 
blew up. So, I’m not completely technically savvy. Not by a 
long shot.

I want you to do my next book. I’d love you to 
sing ‘Over the Rainbow.’” 

I also love E.Y. Harburg, who wrote the lyrics. 
I had recorded his songs “Brother, Can You 


Spare a Dime?,” “April in Paris,” and “How Are 
Things in Glocca Morra?,” and he’d said, “I want 
you to record my other song [‘Over the 
Rainbow’].” He wrote all four of those with dif- 
ferent composers - wrote with all kinds of peo- 
ple, hundreds of songs. I told him then, “I wish I 
could sing that song, but it’s not time for me to 
sing that.” And it wasn’t. The time was this year. 
AC: Most people won't recognize your 
arrangement. 

JC: I like the whole song. People don’t choose 
to sing the first verse; they start with the cho- 
rus, like Wizard of Oz, but [sings] “When all 
the world is a hopeless jumble ...” is what I 
grew up hearing. In those days, the great 
American songbook lyricists usually had a 


verse to explain what the song was about. I 
hadn’t heard that opening verse in a long 
time and thought, “That’s going to be wonder- 
ful.” And it’s an opportunity for the illustrator 
to do something very special. The pages are 
so beautiful. 

AC: What about the other two songs on the 
Over the Rainbow CD? 

JC: They’re from my childhood camp experi- 
ences. “I See the Moon” seems to be well- 
known, but the other one, “Coral Bells,” is not. 
Camp songs are great fun to sing; I’ve always 
loved them. I’d sung “Over the Rainbow” once, 
for The Dinah Shore Show, but that was it, so 
it was thrilling for me to sing. I think it’s an 
enduring song in everyone’s life. - M.M.

Warp Riders (Kemado) 

“Upon the forsaken world 
of Acheron, the Archer is 
exiled from his tribe,” posits 
Warp Riders' written intro. “In 
his solitary wanderings, he 
makes a singular discovery 
within an ancient ruin 
What he’s found constitutes a 
way back home for the Sword. 

Where 2006 debut Age of 
Winters put 1970s hammer 
and anvil to the local quar- 
tet’s metallurgy, and Gods 
of the Earth two years later 
put a finer point on its attack 
both compositionally and 
sonically, Warp Riders pulls 
back from the genre’s heavy/ 
heavier/heaviest abyss. Not 
that you’d notice given instru- 
mental prologue “Acheron/ 

Unearthing the Orb.” As with the first two Sword albums, Warp Riders' scene-setter claps 
the story slate - this time from deep space rather than middle earth as previously. Best 
of the three openers, its deep-canyon vibrato preps a lean, mean thrash machine gunning 
a pouncing pace. Road tripping with Metallica obviously sharpened the Sword. Then, as 
with “Barael’s Blade” on Age of Winters and more so with instantly memorable “Maiden, 
Mother & Crone” from Gods of the Earth, “Tres Brujas” (three witches) slaps down a free- 
ride blast of 8-track tape at a contemporary tempo and ballast, principal composer, sing- 
er, and guitarist J.D. Cronise putting forth a more expressive vocal than previously heard. 
This bitch “Brujas” screams Sam Raimi. “Arrows in the Dark” likewise loosens a volley of 
deep-fried riffs encrusted with Cronise and co-composer/guitarist Kyle Shutt’s fat string 
dance, their exhaust from some inner-planetary drag race. Succeeding Sabbath, “The 
Chronomancer I: Hubris,” lacks its immediate predecessor’s vocal homing device, but 
seven minutes of hostile guitars and rhythmic topography crag a relentlessly alien world. 
“Lawless Lands” then takes ZZ Top 23rd century. “Part II: The Android & the Sword” rides 
the lightning once again, hurtling “Astraea’s Dream” through a hook straight off of Dave 
Murray and Adrian Smith. At a tight four minutes, the title track takes its time but soon 
enough jettisons its generic first half for another off-world flyby: “We ride the warp of 
space into the womb of night,” cries Cronise. Watching its back is Thin Lizzy clone (crone) 
“Night City,” seemingly left off the Emerald Ones’ Bad Reputation. Back-end gallops “The 
Chronomancer II: Nemesis” and closer “(The Night the Sky Cried) Tears of Fire” together 
account for nearly a third of another typically succinct Sword forging without distinguishing 
themselves apart from a strafing of drums from relentless Trivett Wingo, whose percus- 
sion otherwise gets buried in the closer.

With their ongo- 
ing Monday night 
Red Army Surrender 
Jam at Ruta Maya, 
the Flying Balalaika 
Brothers have proven 
commanding gypsy punks. Those sprawling, 
weekly marathons can include up to nine 
members, but the Soviet expatriates’ self- 
titled debut was recorded by its core trio 
- Zhenya Kolykhanov, Sergey Vashchenko, 
Aleksander Kouznetzov - with emphasis on 
the balalaika, a triangular stringed instrument 
of Russian origin that sounds strikingly similar 
to a banjo. The result is rich with old European 
street charm (“Kuma,” “Tsygan Shukara”), 
Middle Eastern folk (“Ashkhabad”), and brush- 
fire Americana (the Leeann Atherton-guested 
“Thank You”). Whispered bluegrass lament 
“Can’t Leave This Way” - one of only three 
songs in English - would benefit from getting 
lost in translation, but standout “Cumbia de 
la Carretera” proves these Brothers deserve a 
place in Austin’s new world order.

Some 
of the songs are simply well-crafted, jaunty 
tunes (“Drought Bound Blues,” “Little Bird 
of Heaven”), but Kimball and Judy Painter’s 
authenticity and potential are impressive, 
their harmonies often haunting (“Ghost of

STEPHANIE SALVO 

Contradiction 

Stephanie Salvo’s 
beats and lyrics sound 
as if they are straight 
from urbania (“To the 
Top”), but on the second 
track - the title cut - she explodes with an 
edgy, noir jazz sound before sliding back into 
her hip-hop groove (“When I Come Around”). 
That aspect gives the Lord Ronin-produced 
Contradiction substantial weight; Salvo’s insis- 
tent voice and commanding lyrics tattoo it 
with personal style.

Purple Room (Pigtail) 

Tricia Mitchell’s songs 
feel familiar in their soft 
country-folk settings 
(“Lilly’s Verses,” “For 
This”), but they bear a 
lyrical sharpness at once clever and provoca- 
tive (“Bobby Joe Plays Violin”) and even laugh- 
out-loud witty (“Girlfriend of the Band”). One of 
Mitchell’s literary tricks is a flat resolution in 
her storytelling: “Twenty Years to Life” spins the 
tale of an abused woman who kills her husband 
and yet mourns his death. Mitchell also fires 
off fine rock (“Crybaby,” “Valerie”) and Texas- 
flavored twang (“Never Say ‘I Do’”).

LEAD STORY 

A recent surge of neo-Nazism in several coun- 
tries - including, improbably, Israel and Mongolia 
(where some dark-skinned natives are rabidly 
anti-Chinese) - has generally been denounced, 
but Corinna Burt credits it with rescuing her from 
a life of acting in pornographic videos. According 
to a hate-group watchdog, the Portland, Ore., 
woman is “the most prominent National Socialist 
Movement organizer in the Pacific Northwest.” In 
an August interview with Gawker.com, white- 
supremacist Burt (a mother of two and a profes- 
sional embalmer who is also into bodybuilding) 
said she terminated her porn career (as Cori 
Lou, doing mostly bondage and torture films) 
because, “If we [Caucasians] consider ourselves 
a master race then we have to act like a master 
race, not degenerates.” 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

A U.S. Department of the Treasury inspector 
general reported in June that out of 2.6 million 
applicants for federal mortgage relief, 14,000 
“homebuyers” wrongly received tax credits and 
that in fact, 1,300 of them were living in prison 
at the time of filing, including 241 serving life 
sentences. Sixty-seven of the 14,000 received 
tax credits for the same house, and 87 more 
potentially fraudulent tax-credit applications were 
filed by Internal Revenue Service employees. 

Things That Shouldn’t Get Backlogged: 1) 
California requires that if a sex offender’s GPS 
tagging device signals that he’s in a prohibited 
area, parole agents must immediately respond, 
but that law was easier to pass than to imple- 
ment. As of June, according to a San Diego 
Union-Tribune investigation, the state had fallen 
about 31,000 responses behind. 2) A July Illinois 
law requires that all hospital rape kits on victims 
be tested for blood and DNA (in that finding a 
rapist, and certainly convicting him, without such 
evidence is often hopelessly difficult). Until now, 
80% of the rape kits taken in the state had sat 
untested. (As TV police dramas emphasize, many 
rape victims are reluctant to submit to the indig- 
nity of swabbing and photographing so soon after 
being violated and comply only because detec- 
tives assure them of the rape kit’s importance.) 

It is common knowledge that American corpo- 
rations avoid taxes by running U.S. profits 
through offshore “tax havens” like the Cayman 
Islands and Bermuda, but a May Bloomberg 
BusinessWeek investigation traced the specific 
steps that the pharmaceutical company Forest 


Laboratories takes to short the U.S. 
Treasury. Although Forest’s anti-depressant 
Lexapro is sold only in the U.S., the compa- 
ny’s patent is held by an Irish subsidiary 
(and since 2005, shared with a Bermuda 
subsidiary in a tax-code hocus-pocus that 
insiders call the “Double Irish”), which 
allows the vast majority of the $2 billion 
Forest earns a year on Lexapro to be taxed 
at Ireland’s low rate (and at Bermuda’s rate 
of zero). Bloomberg estimates that the U.S. 
Treasury loses at least $60 billion annually 
by corporations’ “transfer pricing” - enough 
to pay for the entire Department of 
Flomeland Security for a year.

enables men to experience the two primary 
symptoms of the “curse.” It periodically gen- 
erates abdominal pain, and its reservoir per- 
mits liquid (“blood”) to be stored and 
released over several days’ time. 

LEAST COMPETENT POLICE 

In March, four New York Police Department 
officers, acting on department intelligence, 
went to the home of Walter and Rose Martin 
in Brooklyn, N.Y., looking for a suspect and 
broke a window as they worked their way 
inside. The Martins, retired and in their 80s, 
were clean, and a police spokesman later 
admitted that officers had wrongly visited or 
raided the Martins’ home more than 50 
times since 2002 because of a stubborn 
computer glitch. When the software was orig- 
inally installed, an operator tested it by mind- 
lessly typing in a random address, but that 
happened to be the Martins’ house, and 
thus the visits and raids began. The Martins 
say they have been assured several times 
that the problem had been corrected, but evi- 
dently their address has wormed its way too 
deep into the system. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS

1) After surveying 374 waitresses, profes- 
sor Michael Lynn, who teaches marketing 
and tourism at Cornell University, concluded 
that customers left larger tips to those with 
certain physical characteristics such as 
being slender, being blond, or having big 
breasts. Lynn told The Cornell Daily Sun in 
May that his study was important in helping 
potential waitresses gauge their “prospects 
in the industry.”

Harvey Houses helped settle the West and were the travelers’ 
best friend for 92 years. A few reminders of these once-popular 
restaurants, lunchrooms, and hotels remain in Texas. 

In his entertaining and 
informative book Appetite 
for America, author Stephen 
Fried documents the rise 
and fall of the Fred Flarvey 
Co. as it rode the rails of 
the Santa Fe Railroad. In 
1875, the 40-year-old trav- 
eling salesman invested in 
two railroad eating houses. 

From these eateries, Fred, 
his son Ford, and his grand- 
son Freddy built the first 
restaurant chain in 
America. Of the 155 loca- 
tions, 21 were in Texas. 

Fred Flarvey revolution- 
ized hospitality service in 
many ways. The most obvi- 
ous was that his restau- 
rants served quality food 
and fresh vegetables at a 
time when most roadhous- 
es fried everything. Flarvey 
insisted on high standards of cleanliness and efficiency, and personally inspected his properties. 
Fie was known to pull the white tablecloth off a table, scattering the custom-made dishes, when 
something didn’t meet his exacting standards. 

At first the restaurants employed black waiters, but racial tensions between the waiters and 
Confederate veterans often resulted in violence. In Raton, N.M., the manager hired an all-female 
waitstaff, and the Flarvey Girl legend began. Not only did the waitresses have a calming effect on 
rowdy customers, but they helped populate the Southwest, where women were scarce. 

Besides being popular with train passengers, the restaurants were often the favorites of area 
residents. The larger eateries were spaced so that passenger trains would arrive at mealtime. 
Passengers were given 20 to 30 minutes to eat while the train refueled. Quite often, locals were 
left waiting while passengers were given priority service. 

Of the surviving depots, the largest of the Flarvey Flouses in Texas was in Temple. The company 
also had a dairy and vegetable farm outside of town that supplied the chain. The former depot is 
now the Santa Fe Depot Railroad and Fleritage Museum at 315 W. Avenue B, which includes a 
small display of Flarvey Flouse memorabilia. 

In Brownwood, the former Flarvey Flouse is now used by the local chamber of commerce. It’s 
open on weekdays, and there’s an exhibit of a Flarvey Girl bedroom. 

The Flarvey Flouse in Slaton, 30 miles south of Lubbock, survived for 30 years until it closed in 
1942. The old Santa Fe depot has been beautifully restored as a lunchroom and event center with 
overnight accommodations in the rooms once occupied by the Flarvey Girls. 

In Gainesville, the Flarvey Flouse is now a local museum with an exhibit on the depot’s role in 
the restaurant chain. In Galveston, the art deco building that once housed the Union Depot is now 
the Railroad Museum with an extensive collection of items from the Flarvey days. 

Other depots that once housed Fred Flarvey enterprises in Texas survive in Amarillo, Fort Worth, 
and Paris.

B-boy bluez deserves a bigger audience. Fewer than two dozen 
people were there to enjoy themselves on opening night, and 
that doesn’t seem like enough for what Zell Miller III is doing. 


Miller serves as author, director, and per- 
former for this love letter to hip-hop culture. 
He’s talking about more than just music. 
Miller outlines the four components of hip- 
hop: the MC, the DJ, the breakdancer, and 
the graffiti artist. It’s what all four of those 
represent that Miller explores in this mixture 
of storytelling and spoken word. 

As a storyteller, Miller has already earned 
a great local reputation for his ability to 
craft a tale and deliver the warm-and-fuzzies 
through his autobiographical stories. The sto- 
ries in B-boy bluez are hilarious and touching, 
especially the one about Prince and the love 
letter. Miller is also a talented spoken-word 
performer. Spoken-word poetry is a love-or- 
hate kind of thing; often it delivers a rapid- 
fire litany of leftist complaints about society 
and the establishment, and the solutions are 
typically sparse and simplistic. (“Love each 
other! Be kind to children!”) Whether or not 
you like the form, however, Miller is a good 
performer of spoken word. 

In this show, four young and talented 
breakdancers join him for quick numbers 
to transition from one story or poem to 
the next, with choreography from Ananda 
Mayia Moss. Miller also uses music from DJ 
S.T.A.T.I.K., rounding out the four elements 
of hip-hop. It’s a clever way to explore the 


major theme of how and why hip-hop has 
acted as a positive force in Miller’s life and, 
he says, the lives of a lot of other people 
who grew up not rich. 

Yet B-boy bluez is missing something else 
about hip-hop culture: creating art where 
it doesn’t belong. From the graffiti artist 
painting a mural on a ramshackle brick wall 
to the DJ etching out beats and ripping 
samples from old vinyl (well, before they all 
started cheating and using a laptop), hip-hop 
is also about making beauty where others 
have said it can’t exist. It would be unfair to 
say that hip-hop art doesn’t belong on a con- 
ventional stage (or in a gallery or a concert 
hall), but something is lost when there’s no 
chance of getting busted for making art on 
a convenience-store wall. For example, when 
Miller and the dancers mime the spraying of 
graffiti that in actuality is already there on 
the back wall of the Vortex, it just doesn’t 
have the same emotional punch as watching 
somebody with a can of spray paint go at it 
on the naked brick. It feels a little too safe. 

Having said that, B-boy bluez is still 
worth checking out. Miller’s stories are top- 
notch, and what he seeks to do to make 
the four corners of hip-hop come together 
meaningfully in the theatre space makes 
for a good show. - Elizabeth Cobbe

I once had the distinct privilege (the distinct pleasure) of 
standing in front of a painting of some water lilies rendered by 
Vincent Van Gogh. I had seen many photographs of Van Gogh’s 
paintings and had always loved them. I felt as though, 


somehow, he captured the essence of expe- 
rience and distilled it into an embodiment of 
that essence while keeping it entirely itself. 
However, I had never seen one of his actual 
paintings until I stood in front of those 
watery flowers. I looked for a long time, 
allowing the painting to absorb me. This 
painting that distilled not just the essence 
of the flowers and the essence of the artist 
but the essence of what it means to be art- 
ful, to be artist, to be art. 

As an arts writer, I must be of two minds. 

I must subjectively experience what I see 
while allowing room to objectively evaluate 
it for the reading public. The public wants 
my opinion - that’s why they read the review. 
What purpose does a review serve if it 
doesn’t, on some level, express the writer’s 
opinion? But occasionally I see something 
about which I do not wish to be objective. 
Rather, I wish to experience it entirely sub- 
jectively. I want to enter into the art, as I 
entered into Van Gogh’s painting, because I 
am who I am, at that moment in time, and 
the art invites me - me, specifically, the 
essence of me - to become a part of it. 
Tutto Theatre Company’s / Witness is just 
such a piece. 

I Witness is a collaborative dance/spoken- 
word production that succeeds in embodying 
the truth of a dream state. In this dream, 
words from disparate sources - Fernando 
Pessoa, St. Augustine, Albert Einstein, 

Niels Bohr - echo in and out of music from 


equally disparate sources, while seven danc- 
ers embody the words and the music and 
the feelings of the words and the music. 

The two actors that speak the words wisely 
understand that the words, in the context 
of the dream, carry tremendous weight and 
power, and they do not overembellish, as 
so many actors tend to do. They simply 
speak them clearly and directly and allow 
the words to work on us. The dances are 
choreographed by three different individuals, 
yet each dance takes elements from all the 
others, so all seem to come from one mind. 
The group mind. Rich and varied lights and 
distorted, projected images blend in and 
out, reflecting the moods of the words and 
movements as thoroughly as the performers 
reflect and echo one another. And when they 
are not dancing or speaking, the actors and 
dancers sit and witness the dream, always 
a part of it, though they sit apart and alone. 
This dream of love, of pain, of loneliness, of 
togetherness. This dream of life. Of what it 
means to be human. 

When it ended, I did not wish it to end, 
though I know all things end. Oh yes, all 
things, end they do. And then begin again, 
though we so often sleep through the begin- 
nings - and the endings, too. We are asleep 
to ourselves, so we become most ourselves 
when we sleep. And when we wake, we wake 
to a dream. I Witness embodies our waking, 
sleeping dream, and you should not miss 
the opportunity to live it. - Barry Pineo

‘Underground’

You know of the Museum of Natural & Artificial Ephemerata, 
right? It’s a small, well-documented collection of cultural and 
scientific oddities, curated by (and encompassed within the 


wunderkammer home of) Scott Webel and 
Jen Hirt on Austin’s Eastside. The venue’s 
main exhibitions change a little more 
frequently than once a year. It’s part of the 
local cultural underground, you might say; 
which is appropriate, because the current 
exhibition is “Underground,” an exploration 
of what goes on beneath the surface - the 
surface of our bodies, the surface of society, 
the surface of the cities in which we live, the 
surface of the very planet itself. 

A show at the MNAE is always a mix- 
ture of quirkiest whimsy and most curious 
fact, and this “Underground” collection 
is nothing less. Knock at the front door 
between the hours of 4 and 7pm on 
Thursdays or 1 and 4pm on Saturdays and 
you’ll be greeted by the curators, who will 
make sure that you’ve already caught a 
glimpse of the gnome garden and ant-lion 
display outside. Once you’re inside the 
museum, Webel or Hirt will signal their 
“hidden gnome assistants” to cast some 
illumination on the surrounding darkness, 
the lights will come on, and a variety of 
objects and images - framed or encased, 
lovingly arranged - will reveal themselves 
on the nearby walls and shelves. 

Tokens of different subway systems from 
around the world, early 20th century photo- 
graphs of tourists enjoying the splendors of 
a Russian salt mine, the antique headlamps 
(from candle to gas to minifluorescent) 
used by miners throughout history, the 
corpse of a tailless whip scorpion, a thick 


stalagmite ripped (possibly illegally) from 
deep within the caverns in an Eastern state, 
a photograph of Sigmund Freud (who did so 
much spelunking of the human conscious’ 
underground) and his two chow dogs: all of 
these things and more, lovingly described 
by Webel and/or Hirt while you shuffle - 
one-third awed, one-third puzzled, one-third 
amused - after them in the small room. 

Did we mention there’s an entire 
“Crystal Cavern” display, a sort of diorama 
boasting several beautiful specimens 
of crystals and other subterranean rock 
forms? Did we fail to note the collection, 
hanging from one section of the ceiling, 
of things the curators have dug up in their 
own backyard over the years? The Civil War 
bits, the Underground Railroad pieces, the 
creature dwelling within a large furry pod in 
one corner of the room? And all of it docu- 
mented in a Webel-designed, limited-edition 
catalog with a cover silkscreened in purple 
and shimmering silver? 

Perhaps the charming curatorial duo’s 
gnome assistants are to blame for our 
clumsiness here: Perhaps they’ve clouded 
our mind with earthy magicks, their geo- 
mancy having warned them of precisely 
when we would enter their glittery demesne 
within the Museum of Natural & Artificial 
Ephemerata. Because, well, we stole a 
garden gnome, once, years ago; and some 
grudges, like lost objects accidentally pre- 
served for posterity, can last a long time 
underground. - Wayne Alan Brenner

D: David Michod; with Ben Mendelsohn, Joel Edgerton, Guy Pearce, Janies Frecheville, 
Jacki Weaver, Luke Ford, Sullivan Stapleton, Laura Wheelright. (R, 112 min.) 

“Crooks always come undone, always, one way or another,” 
says J (Frecheville) during the opening moments of Animal 
Kingdom. J is the cub thrown into the den of his Melbourne, 


Australia, relatives, who form a pathologi- 
cal clan of armed robbers and drug dealers. 
This brutal film is the story of the criminal 
Cody clan’s undoing and young J’s instinct 
to survive. Actually, we don’t get to see 
much of the Cody family plying its trade; the 
action takes place in the aftermath of their 
crimes while the group huddles in hunkered- 
down mode due to the aggressive and often 
crooked counterattack by the Melbourne 
police. In the intensity of its depiction of 
criminals under siege and their fearful sense 
of imminent demise, Animal Kingdom calls to 
mind Good Fellas, though it lacks 
that film’s breathtaking narrative 
crescendo and wiseguy mental- 
ity. Still, Animal Kingdom bores in 
to this family unit and the opac- 
ity that keeps them tied to their 
roost and unvarying way of doing 
things. Matriarch Smurf Cody 
(Weaver) is the head sociopath of the clan, 
a chipper grandmotherly type whose outward 
appearance disguises her cutthroat survival 
instincts. She holds her grown boys tight - in 
fact, just a little too tight, as we awkwardly 
observe in the embraces and kisses on the 
lips of her sons that linger for uncomfortably 
long amounts of time. Her sons are Pope 
(Mendelsohn), a gunman off his meds and 
the oldest; Craig (Stapleton), an unhinged 
drug dealer; and Darren (Ford), the baby-faced 
youngest, who, though quiet, is clearly not 


in tune with their way of life. J comes to live 
with this Ma Barker and her boys when his 
own mother (and Smurf’s estranged daughter) 
dies of an overdose. This occurs in the film’s 
opening sequence, a bit of filmmaking so taut 
and effective that the memory of it threatens 
to dwarf the rest of the film. Director Michod, 
with his first narrative feature, makes an 
impressive filmmaking debut. His storytelling 
is swift and expedient, and his cast rounds 
out the characters with indelible jabs. Other 
characters in this urban jungle story are the 
Codys’ gangster partner Baz (Edgerton), who 
recognizes their way of life is dying 
and wants to go straight; Detective 
Leckie (Pearce), who spearheads 
the police unit that has the Codys’ 
vice in its vise; and J’s girlfriend 
(Wheelright) and her family, who 
become part of the collateral dam- 
age. J, who begins the film in a state 
of near emotional catatonia, learns through 
the course of the film to become a survivalist 
as well, navigating unsteadily but instinctively 
from the poisonous grip of both his unscrupu- 
lous grandmother and the dirty cops. In many 
ways, Animal Kingdom could have become 
a stylish but routine cops-and-robbers tale. 
Instead, Michod shapes this film into a memo- 
rable character study about uncaged beasts.

THE LAST EXORCISM 

D: Daniel Stamm; with Patrick Fabian, Ashley 
Bell, Louis Herthum, Iris Bahr, Caleb Landry Jones, Tony 
Bentley, Shanna Forrestall. (PG-13, 88 min.) 

Every generation gets the devil it deserves, 
and this faux documentary pulls few punches 
in its nihilistic depiction of religious belief vs. 
religious disbelief amid the Spanish moss and 
ramshackle, moldering manses of southern 
Louisiana. Produced by Eli Roth and the trio 
of producers behind Children of Men and the 
Dawn of the Dead remake, The Last Exorcism 
drops subtle winks to its cinematic forerun- 
ners (in particular Lucio Fulci’s The Gates of 
Hell and, surprisingly, Jack Starrett’s termi- 
nally underrated Race With the Devil) while 
managing to keep things very interesting via 
restrained effects work and an eerily satisfy- 
ing score by Nathan Barr. It’s a creep-out of 
the first order. Fabian plays the Rev. Cotton 
Marcus, a formerly crooked preacher man who 
has experienced a crisis of faith and gone 
legit. Now hoping to expose the tricks of his 
fraudulent trade, Marcus travels to the farm- 
stead of Louis Sweetzer (Herthum), a taciturn 
drunk who claims his doe-eyed daughter, Nell 
(Bell), is possessed. Marcus brings the cam- 
era crew along with him, and the first half of 
the film is flush with the debunking of charla- 
tanry in a manner that both Harry Houdini and 
Penn & Teller could appreciate. It all goes to 
hell, of course, but not before some genuine 
suspense and meticulously calibrated scares 
are invoked. The Last Exorcism plays a bit like 
The Exorcist meets The Blair Witch Project - 
the faux-doc form dictates that, more or less 
- but it strives to be much more than recent, 
similarly inclined films (including the feeble 
Paranormal Activity). There’s a meaty thread 
of actual argument nattering beneath the 
twisted B-movie face of the the film, vis-a-vis 
what transpires when the unstoppable force 
of religion collides spinning-head-on with the 
immovable object of the secular world. The 
cast, in particular Bell (whose performance is 
un-CGI-aided and all the more disconcerting 
for it), is uniformly excellent and believable as 
“documentary” subjects, and Stamm’s sense 
of what to reveal (or not) is as cunning as, 
well, the devil. The shock ending isn’t all that 
shocking if you’re a fan of genre films, but it’s 
nonetheless effective despite the fact that it 
sidesteps several key questions. Never mind: 
It’s hellishly fun. - Marc Savlov

No gamble is made by the makers of 
Lottery Ticket, but that doesn’t mean the 
film isn’t a serviceable little laugher. All- 
grown-up music crossover star Bow Wow 
heads this cast as Kevin Carson and shows 
he has grown into an actor who can carry 
a movie on his skill and good looks. Not 
that he has to: One thing Lottery Ticket is 
not lacking is a wealth of ensemble players 
who keep the patter lively and fresh even 
when the characters, dialogue, and action 
are not. First-time feature director White, 
who wrote the screenplay with first-timer 
Abdul Williams, offers a vast and colorful 
portrait of the denizens of an urban hous- 
ing project (the city is unspecified), though 
it seems as if he might have elicited a 
few more hijinks from the film’s intrinsic 
premise. Kevin holds the winning $370 mil- 
lion lottery ticket, which he must hang on 
to over a long July Fourth weekend before 
claiming his money when the lottery office 
opens again on Tuesday. Kevin, a recent 
high school graduate and unjustly fired Foot 
Locker employee, is beset upon by all sides. 
Grandma (Devine), with whom he lives, can’t 
keep a secret, and immediately everyone 
is angling for a taste of the money, espe- 
cially ex-con Lorenzo (Akinnagbe), a thug 
who’s accustomed to taking what he wants; 
a temptress (Jones) who wants Kevin to 
be her baby daddy; and the neighborhood 
mobster (David), who provides Kevin with 
an unsolicited bridge loan. Partying ensues, 
and so does chasing and pummeling. 

Kevin even begins to distrust his best pal, 
Benny (Jackson), and longtime friend Stacie 
(Naughton), the girl who everyone but Kevin 
knows is right for him. Ice Cube (who is 
also an executive producer) steps out of his 
usual light comedy zone to play a hermitlike 
old geezer with a powerful right hook. (The 
story of the morphing of former NWA rapper 
Ice Cube into a titan of family film enter- 
tainment is its own kind of urban legend.) 
Despite lots of solid laughs, Lottery Ticket 
doesn’t sustain a steady pace of jokes, and 
the violence wreaked by Lorenzo seems way 
too harsh for a comedy film. Lottery Ticket is 
ultimately no Friday, but that 15-year-old film’s 
communal vibe is clearly the model Lottery 
Ticket is chasing. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Gratuitous in every sense of the word, this 
second remake of 1978’s Joe Dante-directed/ 
Roger Corman-produced Jaws knockoff is 
ridiculous summertime drive-in fun. It’s 89 
minutes of blood, breasts, and way, way 
more blood. It’s by far the most over-the-top 
genre offering since Peter Jackson’s Dead 
Alive, and it may well be the reddest movie in 
history. (If not, it’s certainly the most enter- 
tainingly tasteless.) Director Aja steers away 
from the high gloss grue of his earlier High 
Tension and instead attempts to out-Corman 
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Corman - a daring goal in the everything 
immediately, all-the-time Internet age, to be 
sure - and very nearly succeeds. The story, 
courtesy of screenwriters Peter Goldfinger 
and Josh Stolberg, can be summed up in 
one sentence: An earthquake frees a school 
of carnivorous, Mesolithic-era piranha from 
beneath the fictional Lake Victoria (actu- 
ally, Lake Havasu, Ariz.) during spring break 
revels, and carnage ensues. Local Sheriff 
Julie (Shue) attempts to maintain order while 
her teenage son Jake (McQueen) falls in 
with a Joe “Girls Gone Wild” Francis-style 
softcore pornographer (O’Connell, who ben- 
efits from one of the wittiest death scenes 
ever). Meanwhile, Jake’s preteen siblings are 
stranded on an island in the middle of the 
unfolding daymare, Lloyd revisits nutty-scien- 
tist territory as an expository ichthyologist, 
and Roth (Inglourious Basterds) turns up in a 
cameo as a wet T-shirt contest emcee, who 
later finds his face on the receiving end of a 
ship’s prow. Splat. If you’re going to fault Aja’s 
manic take on Corman ’s old terror-tory at 
all, you might say it’s too much of a good (or 
bad, depending on your gag reflex) thing. The 
effects work by latex legends Howard Berger 
and Greg Nicotero is wickedly gruesome - I 
suppose you haven’t lived until you’ve seen 
a prehistoric fish regurgitate a gnawed-off 
male member - and the pace is appropriately 
breathless. Granted, this poisson rouge is 
not going to be to everyone’s taste but, that 
said, it’s still considerably more than 21st 
century gorehounds probably bargained/ 
hoped for. For those who’ve either never seen 
or wish to revisit the John Sayles-scripted 
original, Shout! Factory has just released a 
fully loaded, bells-and-whistles-and-commen- 
taries-galore Blu-ray and DVD edition that’ll 
make you pine for Pino Donaggio’s wistful 
score and Paul Bartel’s summer camp com- 
mandant. Either way, come on in. The water’s 
fme disgusting. - Marc Savlov

The most memorable, sweet, and absurdly amusing 
characters in Dinner for Sch mucks aren’t even human 
or even, really, characters. They’re dead prop mice:

Clueless IRS minion Barry Speck (Carell, rehashing 
multiple notes from his comic repertoire), cloaked in a

There’s a lack of 
clarity here, both in composition and content. There is 
plenty to cheer though: Jenkins and Bardem are terrific, 
the sights are gorgeous, and sharp, funny, and moving 
observations frequently puncture the film’s overall muzz- 
iness.

During the period of time the men 
were there (2007-2008), the valley was dubbed by 
CNN as the “most dangerous place on earth” for the 
amount of ordnance fired and deaths counted as the 
soldiers fought ridge by ridge for control of the area. 
Defending a giant basin thoroughly surrounded by 
10,000-feet-high mountains, the men felt, as one of 
them put it, “like fish in a barrel.” The battle footage 
is interspersed with more conventional and reflective 
interviews conducted with the men while at their home 
base in Italy.

The battles, then, are his 
way of growing up, though Wright certainly doesn’t 
stage them so transparently. Instead, Wright 
takes the tools of a bloodless medium, the video 
game, and crafts an action-comedy with a true- 
blue beating heart. So what if it’s built on 8-bit?

SECTION 1. FINDINGS. 

The City Council hereby finds 


that notice of the charges 
and the establishment of the 
charges of the City of Sunset 
Valley Drainage Utility com- 
plies with the requirements of 
Subchapter C, Chapter 552, 
Texas Local Government 
Code ("Subchapter C"). 
SECTION 2.= DEFINITIONS. 
Terms not otherwise defined 
herein shall be given the def- 
initions contained in Sub- 
chapter C, of the Texas Local 
Government Code. The fol- 
lowing definitions shall apply 
to terms within this Ordi- 
nance: 

(a) The Act: Subchapter C of 
Chapter 552 of the Texas Lo- 
cal Government Code. 

(b) Benefited Property: An im- 
proved lot or tract to which 
drainage service is made 
available under this Ordi- 
nance. 

(c) City: The City of Sunset 
Valley, Texas. 

(d) Commercial Property:= All 
improved properties within 
the City other than single- 
family residential property, in- 
cluding, but not limited to, 
commercial, industrial, insti- 
tutional, government, multi- 
family, and religious organ- 
ization land uses. 

(e) Cost of Service: = Costs for 
drainage system service to 
any benefited property, which 
shall be the total of: = 

(1) prorated cost of the ac- 
quisition, whether by eminent 
domain or otherwise, of land, 
rights-of-way, options to pur- 
chase land, easements, and 
interests in land relating to 
structures, equipment, and 
facilities used in draining the 
Benefited Property; 

(2) prorated cost of the ac- 
quisition, construction, repair, 
and maintenance of struc- 
tures, equipment, and facil- 
ities used in draining the 
Benefited Property; 

(3) prorated cost or architec- 
tural, engineering, legal and 
related services, plant and 
specifications, studies, sur- 
veys, estimates of cost and 
of revenue, and all other ex- 
penses necessary or incident 
to planning, providing, or de- 
termining the feasibility and 
practicability of structures, 
equipment, and facilities 
used in draining the Benefit- 
ed Property; 

(4) prorated cost of all ma- 
chinery, equipment, furniture, 
and facilities necessary or in- 
cident to the provision and 
operation of draining the 
Benefited Property; 

(5) prorated cost of funding 
and financing charges and 
interest arising from con- 
struction projects and the 
start-up cost of a drainage fa- 
cility used in draining the 
Benefited Property; 

(6) prorated cost of debt ser- 
vice and reserve require- 
ments of structures, equip- 
ment, and facilities provided 
by revenue bonds or other 
drainage revenue-pledge se- 
curities or obligations issued 
by the City; and 

(7) administrative costs of 
operating a drainage utility 
system. 

(f) Drainage: Bridges, catch 
basins, channels, conduits, 
creeks, culverts, detention 
ponds, water quality treat- 
ment ponds, ditches, draws, 
flumes, pipes, pumps, 
sloughs, treatment works, 
and appurtenances to those 
items, whether natural or ar- 
tificial, or using force or grav- 
ity, that are used to draw off 
surface water from land, car- 
ry the water away, collect, 
store, or treat the water, or di- 
vert the water into natural or 
artificial watercourses. 

(g) Drainage Utility Charge: 
The levy imposed to recover 
the cost of the service of the 
municipality in furnishing 
drainage for any benefitted 
property; and if specifically 
provided by the City by ordi- 
nance, an amount made in 
contribution to funding of fu- 
ture drainage system con- 
struction by the City. 

(h) Drainage Revenue Bonds: 
Any obligations issued to fi- 
nance the costs facilities 
payable and secured by a 
lien on and pledge of drain- 
age utility fees. 

(i) Drainage System: The 
drainage system owned or 
controlled in whole or in part 
by the City and dedicated to 
the service of Benefited Prop- 
erty, including any future ad- 
ditions, extensions, and im- 
provements thereto and re- 
placement thereof. 

(j) Drainage Utility Fee: The 
Drainage Charge plus any 


interest and penalties paid 
on behalf of a Benefited 
Property. 

(k) ERU (Equivalent Residen- 
tial Unit): The unit of measure 
used to calculate the Drain- 
age Utility Fee for commer- 
cial property. The ERU is 
based upon the average hor- 
izontal Impervious Area for 
single-family property within 
the City adjusted to account 
for the higher percentage of 
Impervious Area coverage on 
commercial property. 

(l) Facilities: The real, per- 
sonal, or mixed property that 
is used in providing drainage 
and included in the System. 

(m) Impervious Area or Im- 
pervious Surface: A surface 
which has become compact- 
ed or covered with a layer of 
material so that it is highly re- 
sistant to infiltration by water. 
Impervious areas include, but 
are not limited to, compacted 
soils, buildings, parking lots, 
pavement, and private in- 
gress/egress driveways. 

(n) Improved Lot or Tract: A 
lot or tract that has a struc- 
ture or other improvement on 
it that causes an impervious 
coverage of the soil under 
the structure or improvement. 

(o) Parcel: One (1) or more 
lots or portions of lots that 
are contiguous and under 
single ownership. 

(p) Public Utility: Drainage 
service that is regularly pro- 
vided by the City through 
City property dedicated to 
that service to the users of 
benefited property within the 
service area and that is 
based on: 

(1) an established schedule 
of charges; 

(2) use of the police power to 
implement the service; and 

(3) nondiscriminatory, rea- 
sonable, and equitable terms 
consistent with the Act. 

(q) Residential Property: Any 
improved lot or tract with sin- 
gle-family, duplex, or mobile 
home land use. 

(r) Service Area: The munici- 
pal boundaries of the City 
and the portion of the extra- 
territorial jurisdiction tributary 
to the Drainage System as 
more particularly described 

in Exhibit A. 

(s) Single-Family Residential 
Property: All improved single- 
family, duplex and mobile 
home land use properties. 

(t) User or Customer: The 
person or entity that owns or 
occupies a Benefited Prop- 
erty. 

(u) Wholly Sufficient and Pri- 
vately Owned Drainage 
System: Drainage from an im- 
proved lot or tract which 
does not discharge into a 
creek, river, slough, culvert, 
or other channel that is part 
of the Drainage System. 
SECTION 3. DRAINAGE 
UTILITY FUND. 

A separate fund is hereby 
created, known as the Drain- 
age Utility Fund, for the pur- 
pose of segregating, identi- 
fying, and controlling all rev- 
enues and expenses attrib- 
utable to the drainage utility. 
All Drainage Utility Fees shall 
be deposited as collected 
and received into this fund 
and shall be used exclusive- 
ly for drainage cost of ser- 
vice. Such utility revenues 
may be used for the opera- 
tion, planning, engineering, 
inspection, construction, re- 
pair, maintenance, improve- 
ment, reconstruction, admin- 
istration, debt issuance cost 
and debt service, and other 
reasonable and customary 
charges associated with the 
operation of a drainage utility 
system. It shall not be nec- 
essary that the expenditures 
from the drainage utility fund 
for any authorized purpose 
specifically relate to any par- 
ticular Benefited Property 
from which the revenues 
were collected. 

SECTION 4. ADMINISTRA- 
TION OF DRAINAGE UTIL- 
ITY. 

The City Administrator or his 
designee shall be respon- 
sible for the administration of 
the drainage utility, including, 
but not limited to, enacting 
any procedures necessary 
for the administration of the 
drainage charges and the 
consideration of appeals, de- 
velopment, and implementa- 
tion of maintenance and fa- 
cility improvement programs, 
state and federal regulatory 
compliance, and establishing 
drainage criteria and stan- 
dards for the drainage 
system. The City Administra- 
tor shall keep an accurate 


record of all properties ben- 
efited by the services and fa- 
cilities of the drainage utility. 
SECTION 5.= DRAINAGE 
UTILITY CHARGE. 

(a) Establishment of a drain- 
age utility fee. A Drainage 
Utility Charge is hereby im- 
posed upon each developed 
lot and parcel within the Ser- 
vice Area. For purposes of 
imposing the Drainage Utility 
Charge, all lots and parcels 
within the City are classified 
into the following customer 
categories: (1) Residential 
Property and (2) Commercial 
Property. 

(b) ERU value. The ERU value 
for the City is determined 
through an inventory of all 
developed parcels in the City 
and determination of Imper- 
vious Area for each parcel. 
Statistical and hydrologic 
evaluation of these data de- 
termined that the equivalent 
residential unit Impervious 
Area value for assigning fees 
to commercial properties is 
three thousand three hundred 
fifty (3,350) square feet.= 

(c) Single-Family Residential 
Rates. Based on statistical 
evaluation of land parcel Im- 
pervious Area for the single- 
family customer category, 
three rates are established 
for assignment of fees as fol- 
lows: 

a. Tier 1 “Small” 0.55 ERU, 
<3,253 square feet impervi- 
ous area 

b. Tier 2 “Average” 1 .00 ERU, 
3,253-6,980 square feet im- 
pervious area 

c. Tier 3 “Large" 1 .70 ERU, 
6,980 square feet impervi- 
ous area 

(d) Commercial Rates. Based 
on Impervious Area determi- 
nation for each parcel: 

Total ERU’s = (Impervious 
Area/3,350 sq. ft.), minimum 
1 ERU 

The Total ERU shall be 
rounded to the nearest one- 
hundredth. 

(e) Calculation of drainage 
utility charge. The monthly 
Drainage Utility Charge for 
properties shall be calculated 
by multiplying the total num- 
ber of ERU's for the parcel by 
the ERU monthly billing rate. 

(f) ERU Monthly Billing Rate. 
The following ERU monthly 
billing rate is hereby estab- 
lished and shall be used to 
calculate the total monthly 
Drainage Utility Charge for all 
property located in the City, 

in accordance with the ap- 
plicable formula established 
in this subsection: 

ERU rate = $4.00 per ERU 
per month 

(g) Impervious Area determi- 
nation. The City Administrator 
or his designee shall be re- 
sponsible for determining Im- 
pervious Area of property 
based on reliable data, in- 
cluding Geographic Informa- 
tion System technology, aeri- 
al photography, and other re- 
liable means for determining 
Impervious Area. The City 
Administrator may require ad- 
ditional information from the 
property owner, tenant, or de- 
veloper to make the determi- 
nation. The amount of a 
charge may be revised by 

the City Administrator based 
on any additions to the Im- 
pervious Area through the 
City approved building permit 
process. 

(h) Revision of Rates. The 
City Council may review the 
schedule of charges at any 
time and may increase or de- 
crease charges upon a de- 
termination that an increase 
or decrease is warranted. 

(i) No credit. No Drainage 
Utility Charge credit shall be 
given for the installation of 
drainage facilities required 
by the City Land Develop- 
ment Code or state law. 
SECTION 6. BILLING, PAY- 
MENTS, AND PENALTIES. 

(a) Bills or statements for the 
drainage utility fee shall be 
rendered by the City for all 
properties subject to the fee. 
Bills shall be payable when 
rendered and shall be con- 
sidered as received by the 
customer, whether actually 
received or not, when de- 
posited in the United States 
mail, postage prepaid, ad- 
dressed to the utility custom- 
er. Bills shall be rendered 
monthly for the previous 
month’s service. 

(b) For any parcel for which 
there is more than one User 
who receives utility services 
from an individual utility ac- 
count or one or more Users 
for whom a utility account is 
not established, each User’s 


fee shall be based upon the 
relative contribution to runoff 
of the parcel controlled by 
that User. 

(c) Bills are due and payable 
on the date specified thereon 
and if full payment is not 
made by the date specified, 

it shall become delinquent. 
The City shall have the right 
to apply interest of ten (10) 
percent per month to 
amounts delinquent. 

(d) Drainage utility fees shall 
be billed with the City’s other 
public utility billings and shall 
be identified separately on 
the bill as a drainage utility 
fee. Delinquent drainage util- 
ity fee bills shall be mailed to 
the user at the address at 
which the user receives other 
City utility services, or if no 
other City utility services are 
received, to any known ad- 
dress for the owner or user. 

(e) Penalties for Failure to 
Pay. Any charge due here- 
under which is not paid when 
due will subject the user to 
discontinuance of all utility 
services provided by the 
City. Drainage utility fees that 
become delinquent pursuant 
to this section shall be sub- 
ject to a penalty in the 
amount of $5.00 to cover ad- 
ministrative costs. Any drain- 
age charge due hereunder 
which is not paid when due 
may be recovered in an ac- 
tion at law by the City in- 
cluding fixture of a lien 
against the property. 

(f) The City may impose a 
lien against a User’s proper- 
ty, unless it is a homestead. 

(g) The City shall have ac- 
cess, at all reasonable times, 
to any benefited property 
served by the drainage utility 
for inspection, repair or en- 
forcement of this Ordinance. 
SECTION 7. APPEALS. 

(a) Administrative adjustment 
procedures. Requests for ad- 
justment of a Drainage Utility 
Charge shall be submitted to 
the City Administrator. All re- 
quests shall be evaluated 
based upon the amount of 
Impervious Area only. The 
following procedures shall 
apply to all requests for ad- 
justment of the Drainage Util- 
ity Charge: 

(1) Any User who has paid 
Drainage Utility Charges and 
who believes the calculation 
or determination of the Drain- 
age Utility Charge to be in- 
correct may, subject to the 
restrictions set forth in this 
Ordinance, submit an adjust- 
ment request to the City Ad- 
ministrator. 

(2) Requests for adjustment 
of Drainage Utility Charges 
paid by an owner, user or 
customer making the request 
shall be in writing and set 
forth in detail the grounds 
upon which relief is sought. 

(3) Adjustment requests will 
be reviewed by the City Ad- 
ministrator within thirty (30) 
days from the date of receipt 
of an adjustment request. Ad- 
justments resulting from such 
a request shall be prospec- 
tive, but may be made retro- 
active for no greater time pe- 
riod than three (3) months 
prior to the receipt of the re- 
quest. 

(4) The User requesting an 
adjustment may be required, 
at the requesting party’s own 
cost, to provide supplemental 
information to the City Ad- 
ministrator, including, but not 
limited to, survey data certi- 
fied by a Texas registered 
professional land surveyor 
(R.RL.S.), or a development 
plan approved by the City. 
Failure to provide requested 
information may result in the 
denial of the adjustment re- 
quest. 

(5) The City Administrator’s 
determination of the adjust- 
ment request shall be pro- 
vided in writing. If the City 
Administrator approves the 
request, the adjustment to 
the Drainage Utility Charge 
will be made. 

(6) All findings and determi- 
nations made by the City Ad- 
ministrator arising out of this 
section, except for the deter- 
mination of impervious area, 
will be final. 

(b) Appeal of administrative 
adjustments. Upon receipt of 
a written denial of an adjust- 
ment request, the User who 
requested the adjustment 
may, within thirty (30) days of 
receipt of such denial, make 
written application to the City 
Council requesting review of 
the denial. The City Council 
shall grant a public hearing 
within sixty (60) days of re- 
ceipt of the request for re- 
view. The City Council’s de- 
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cision shall be final. 

(c) Appeal of lien. Before im- 
posing a lien for delinquent 
Drainage Utility Fees, the 
City shall send notice to the 
record owner of the Benefi- 
ted Property of the amount of 
the charges owed and any 
penalties or interest accrued, 
and of the owner’s right to 
appeal the placement of the 
lien. Within ten working days 
of the postmark of the notice 
sent to the property owner, 
the owner may appeal the 
decision to impose the lien 
on the property to the City 
Administrator. The City Ad- 
ministrator shall not file the 
lien if the owner shows that 
the Drainage Utility Fee 
made the basis of the lien is 
not owed and shall give the 
owner written notice of the 
decision. When a person 
pays all principal, interest, 
and charges of a valid lien 
filed pursuant to this Ordi- 
nance, the City Administrator 
shall execute a release of 
that lien and surrender it to 
the paying party. The paying 
party shall be responsible for 
the filing of the release. 

(d) Appeal by users outside 
the City’s boundaries. Users 
residing within the Service 
Area, but outside the City’s 
boundaries, may appeal 
rates established for Drain- 
age Charges to the Texas 
Commission on Environmen- 
tal Quality as authorized by 
Section 13.043(b) of the Tex- 
as Water Code. 

SECTION 8.= EXEMPTIONS. 

As required by the Act and 
Chapter 580 of the Texas Lo- 
cal Government Code, the 
following properties shall be 
exempt from the provisions of 
this Ordinance: 

(1) property with proper con- 
struction and maintenance of 
a wholly sufficient and pri- 
vately owned drainage 
system; 

(2) property held and main- 
tained in its natural state, un- 
til such time that the property 
is developed and all of the 
public infrastructure con- 
structed has been accepted 
by the municipality in which 
the property is located for 
maintenance; 

(3) a subdivided lot, until a 


structure has been built on 
the lot and a certificate of oc- 
cupancy has been issued by 
the municipality in which the 
property is located; and 

(4) property owned by the 
State or any public or private 
institution of higher educa- 
tion. 

SECTION 9. SEVERABIL- 
ITY; EFFECTIVE DATE 

If any part of this Ordinance, 
or the application of the 
same to any person or set of 
circumstances is for any rea- 
son held to be unconstitu- 
tional, invalid, or unenforce- 
able, the validity of the re- 
maining portions of this Ordi- 
nance shall not be affected 
thereby, this being the intent 
of the City Council in adopt- 
ing this Ordinance, and all 
provisions of this Ordinance 
are declared severable for 
that purpose. This Ordinance 
shall become effective from 
and after the day it is passed 
and approved.

You might ask yourself: “Why here? Why now?” Waterloo Park in late August 
will be hotter than Satan’s taint - sweatier too.

That way, 
as long as the soles of your goth shoes don’t melt during your mad dash through 
the parking lot, you will only have to endure a few seconds of roasting. Remember: 
Dogs die in hot cars. So could you. If you don’t have a car with air conditioning 
... or for that matter if you don’t have a car at all, you are, to paraphrase, up Shoal 
Creek without a paddle. Like the original setders of Waterloo, you are condemned 
to chase the shade like cows and, when things get really desperate, shrink your 
scroat in the frigid water of Barton Springs. Really, Barton Springs is the only sure 
bet. Shade is nice and all, but it can easily reach 100 even in the shade, and if the 
humidity’s anywhere in the normal range, your clothes will always feel like a hot 
swimsuit that hasn’t quite dried out yet. Sure, you can wear light, cool clothing.

Usually the samples mn into the hundreds, and for 
a couple of cans of food from your pantry, you can taste them all if you have the 
fortitude. It’s an epicurean extravaganza that is about as uniquely Austin as they 
come. Certainly it’s worth a little sweat on your taint.
